Experiences  of  the  Great  War.

X.  —  In  a  Basra  Hospital 

In  Jane  1917  I  was  placed  in.  charge  of  this  hospital, 
and  have  run  the  show  on  my  own  ever  since.  We  had  a 
terrible  time  in  '17,  working  as  hard  as  blazes  with  a 
shade  temperature  from  116°  to  124°  for  practically  a 
month.  The  British  took  over  1,000  beds  from  our  hos- 
pital from  August  to  October,  and  I  made  a  few  records 
at  that  time.  Amongst  the  things  I  did  was  to  weigh  up 
over  6,000  powders  of  aspirin,  calomel,  and  pulv.  ipecac, 
co.  during  this  time,  and  I  only,  had  a  "Bhisty"  (a 
native  water-carrier)  to  help  me.  Commencing  work  at 
4.30  a.m.  and  going  at  it  most  of  the  day  until  7.30 
at  night,  shirt  and  everything  wet  through,  you  cannot 
realise,  unless  you- have  had  a  dose,  what  Basra  is  like 
when  the  wet-bulb  is  about  96°.  I  have  had  dysentery, 
sand-fly  fever,  the  "flu"  twice,  and  occasionally  touches 
of  fever  about  every  other  day  in  the  hot  season.  You 
don't  worry  about  a  temperature  of  102°-103°  in  hot 
weather, '  and  I  have  seen  cases  of  over  110°  walking 
about.  My  dispensary  is  classed  as  the  best  out  here. 
I  have  painted  and  varnished  it,  had  fittings  made,  var- 
nished and  labelled  most  of  the  bottles,  hung  curtains 
over  openings  and  in  the  windows,  and  put  coloured  Win- 
chester bottles  on  stands  round  the  dispensary  wall.  The 
following  are  the  colours  :  Proflavine  and  acriflavine 
(yellow),  cochineal  (from  the  Bazaar),  methylene  blue, 
and  cupri.  sulph.  I  think  the  best  way  to  give  you  an 
idea  of  what  I  do  in  the.  course  of  a  month  is  to  mention 
a  few  things  that  we  dispose  of  :

Note  on  the  Preparation  of  Cresol 
Solution. 


In  diluting  cresol  solution  in  a  military  hospital  1 
used  two  ordinary  enamelled  washing-basins  and  one 
bucket.  Two  solutions  were  made  with  ordinary  com- 
mercial cresol  (liq.  cresotis  saponatus),  strengths  1  in  80 
and  1  in  160.  I  filled  one  basin  a.nd  the  bucket  with 
the  1  in  60  solution,  and  one  basin  with  the  1  in  80  solu- 
tion. On  allowing  the  three  solutions  to  remain  sta- 
tionary it  was  noticed  that  a  design,  dark  in  colour  and 
bearing  a  marked  similarity,  formed  on  the  surface  of 
each  solution.  The  design  appeared  first  on  the  stronger 
solution,  secondly  on  the  solution  contained  in  the  bucket, 
and  lastly  on  the  weaker  solution  in  the  basin.  The 
design  was  regular,  branching  outwards  and  with  a  prin- 
ciple of  bifurcation — that  is  to  say  that  at  one  point  it 
split  into  two  branches  and  no  more. 

The  solutions  used  were  made  by  the  dilution  of  cresol. 
which  in  itself  is  made  by  the  saponification  of  linseed 
oil  with  potassium  hydroxide  and  the  addition  of  the 
pure  cresol,  which  consists  chiefly  of  phenol.  The  per- 
centage bulk  of  the  substance  forming  the  design  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  solution  is  very  small,  and  is 
probably  due  to  impurities,  peihaps  a  small  proportion 
of  insoluble  soap  or  residue  from  the  oil  or  cresol.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  hear  whether  other  dispensers  have 
noticed  this  phenomenon.  (166/46.)

Add  to  the  total  of  the  ingredients  the  price  of  the 
bottle  or  other  container,  together  with  a  dispensing  fee 
of  not  less  than  Ad.  for  a  mixture  or  lotion,  M.  for  an 
emulsion,  bd.  for  an  ointment,  Qd.  for  one  dozen  pills, 
powders,  or  cachets.

Brand  labels  bearing  chemists'  own  names  are  prominent 
in  the  suburbs. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Saunders  (Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.) 
proposes  to  commence  his  round-the-world  commerciaL 
tour  in  August. 

Owing  to  the  modification  of  sugar  restrictions 
chemists'  sweets  and  sweetened  drinks  have  reappeared 
in  the  windows  and  on  counters. 

A  notice  in  a  Liverpool  pharmacy- window  explains 
that  demobilised  soldiers  can  obtain  there  a  tooth  paste 
supplied  to  them  in  France.  Readers  of  French  papers 
will  probably  guess  its  identity  without  difficulty. 

Into  a  down-town  pharmacy  there  walked  the  other 
day  a  young  steward  of  an  Atlantic  liner,  home  from 
his  first  voyage,  who  handed  to  the  proprietor,  his  former 
employer,  a  photograph  and  a  box  of  chocolates  bought 
in  New  York.  "  There  is  something  in  this,  if  philosophy 
could  find  it  out  " 

"  Why  are  you  selling  So  &  So.'s  articles  at  unadvanced 
prices?"  "Why  not?"  "  Because  they  have  notified 
an  advance  in  to-day's  C.  &  D."  "Dear  me!  I  put 
off  reading  the  advertisements  until  Sunday."  The 
moral  of  this  actual  conversation  between  two  local  phar- 
macists is  obvious. 

A  customer,  the  mother  of  a  large  family,  lately  con- 
fessed to  a  local  pharmacist  whom  she  met  at  a  famous- 
spa  that  she  was  in  the  habit  of  disciplining  her  children' 
by  administering  doses  of  Turkish  rhubarb  (as  Gregory 
powder),  which  they  all  intensely  disliked.  The  effects,, 
she  declared,  were  both  physically  and  morally  good 
It  is  an  old  question. 

It  is  understood  that  the  transfer  (to  private  pro- 
prietorship) of  several  local  pharmacies  is  almost  com- 
pleted. Overtures  for  the  purchase  of  pharmacies  in. 
Wallasey  are  also  reported.  The  proposed  buyer  is 
understood  to  be  acting  on  behalf  of  a  well-known  drug 
company.  In  additioti  to  these  prospective  changes,  certain, 
pharmacists  in  the  c'entral  area  have  been  approached 
by  an  agent  anxious  to  know  on  what  terms  they  would 
sell  out  and  abstain  from  re-entering  business  in  Liver- 
pool or  from  acting  as  managers,  etc.,  in  the  district.

Mr.  Billington  has  resigned  his  office  of  secretary  of 
the  junior  Association. 

Panel  chemists  are  handicapped  in  dispensing  oint- 
ments, as  the  local  supply  of  lard  has  completely  failed. 

Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson  has  been  appointed  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Sheffield  branch  of  the 
National  Council  for  Combating  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  election  of  Mr.  Ernest  Preston,  Ph.C,  as  Pre- 
sident of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society  (see  p.  59)  has  given  great  satisfaction  in  the- 
district.  1 

The  Council  of  the  local  Society  is  recommending 
Sheffield  chemists  to  allow  apprentices  an  extra  half- 
day  weekly  for  attendance  at  the  classes  to  be  formed 
at  the  University. 

At  Sheffield  Police  Court,  recently,  George  Davis,  an> 
assistant  works-chemist,  was.  fined  201.  for  stealing  a, 
quantity  of  potassium  hydrate,  rosaniline,  and  iodine., 
the  property  of  the  Sheffield  Gas  Company. 
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The  President  of  the  junior  Association  and  three 
colleagues  have  had  a  conference  with  the  senior  Society, 
and  after  some  discussion  it  has  been  decided  that  the 
members  of  the  Association  will  join  the  'Society  as 
associates.     A  junior  section  is  to  be  formed. 

Miscellaneous. 

Deaths  after  Salvarsan  Injections. — Two  cases  of 
death  in  hospital  after  injections  of  salvarsan  have 
-occurred  lately — one  at  Westminster,  the  other  at  Brad- 
ford. It  was  suggested  at  the  W  estminster  inquest  (held 
on  June  20)  that  hot  weather  set  up  chemical  changes  in 
the  liquid.    No  blame  was  attached  to  anyone. 

Organising  Trade. — The  thirty-eighth  Whitley  Coun- 
cil (Joint  Industrial  Council)  has  been  set  up.  This  deals 
with  the  iron  and  steel  wire  manufacturing  industry. — 
New  general  minimum  time  rates  for  female  workers 
in  the  sugar,  confectionery,  and  food-preserving  trade  in 
Great  Britain,  proposed  to  be  made  by  the  Trade  Board, 
are  detailed  in  the  "  London  Gazette."  The  rates  range 
from  9s.  per  week  of  forty-eight  hours  for  workers  under 
fifteen  years  of  age,  to  44s.  per  week  for  those  of  twenty- 
four  and  over. 

In  the  Courts.— At  West  London  Police  Court  on 
June  19,  the  case  in  which  H.  C.  Leonard  is  charged  with 
obtaining  money  and  tooth-paste  by  false  pretences 
(6'.  <£-.  D.,  June  21,  p.  48)  was  continued.  The  part  of 
the  charge  relating  to  the  tooth-paste  was  not  proceeded 
with,  the  accused  being  committed  for  trial  on  the  other 
count. — At  Salford,  on  June  19,  a  girl  was  fined  11.  for 
stealing  face-powder,  value  2s.,  from  the  shop  of  Shand 
&  Orr,  chemists,  Eegent  Road. — At  West  Ham,  on 
June  23,  a  Chinaman  was  fined  50/.  for  harbouring  2^  lb. 
of  opium. 

Brazilian  Business. — The  Brazilian  commercial  dele- 
gates, who  are  shortly  to  tour  the  commercial  centres  of 
Great  Britain  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries,  are  expected  to  arrive  in  this  country 
before  the  end  of  the  present  month.  They  include  Dr. 
Pandia  Calogeras,  the  ex-Minister  of  Finance,  Agriculture, 
and  Commerce,  and  other  eminent  Brazilians.  The  dele- 
gates, after  a  few  days'  stay  in  London,  will  proceed,  first 
to  Birmingham,  then  to  Glasgow,  Edinburgh,  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne,  Darlington,  Liverpool,  Manchester,  Sheffield, 
Leeds,  Leicester,  Bristol,  Swansea,  returning  to  London 
about  the  middle  of  August.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  them  to  visit  important  works. 
^  Poisonings.—"  Accidental  death  "  was  the  verdict  at  a 
:Shoreditch  inquest  held  on  June  24,  the  Coroner  remark- 
ing that  the  poison  in  the  case,  a  solution  of  potassium 
bichromate,  had  probably  been  mistaken  by  the  deceased 
(a  French  polisher)  for  methylated  spirit.— At  the  ad- 
journed inquest  in  St.  Pancras,  London,  on  June  25,  on 
the  body,  of  Mrs.  D.  L.  Turner  (C.  &  V.,  June  7,  p.  46), 
evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  J.  Webster,  assistant  analyst 
to  the  Home  Office,  to  the  effect  that  traces  of  veronal 
had  been  found  in  the  organs,  and  traces  of  morphine  in 
bottles  which  had  belonged  to  the  deceased.  An  open 
verdict  was  returned.— Mr.  Frank  Cay,  a  professor  of 
music,  residing  at  East  Dulwich,  S.E.,  committed  suicide 
'  y  taking  a  preparation  of  opium  while  of  unsound  mind. 

Sale  op  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — At  Marylebone  Police 
Court,  London,  on  June  24,  the  British  and  Argentine 
Meat  Co.,  Ltd.,  Holborn  Viaduct,  E.C.,  was  summoned 
for  selling  sausages  containing  less  than  50  per  cent,  of 
meat  at  a  price  exceeding  the  maximum.  Three  analyses 
were  put  in,  the  first  by  Professor  A.  W.  Stokes,  public 
analyst  for  Paddington  ;  the  second,  for  the  defence,  by 
Mr.  H.  E.  Davis,  public  analyst  for  Birkenhead  ;  and  the 
third  by  Mr.  A.  More  and  Mr.  G.  Stubbs,  of  the  Govern- 
ment Laboratory,  London,  W.C.    These  showed  :

Brevities. 

Lurgan  chemists  having  decided  to  close  their  pharma- 
cies at  8  p.m.,  local  doctors  have  now  asked  that 
patients  refrain  from  calling  after  that  hour,  except  in 
case  of  urgency  or  accident. 

Mr.  Louis  Henry  Parkes,  Ph.C,  late  manager  of  Hayes, 
Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Ltd.,  Baggot  Street,  Dublin, 
has  recently  been  appointed  pharmacist  to  a  London  hos- 
pital, and  intends  continuing  his  medical  course  in 
London. 

Mr.  Jas.  Tate  points  out  that  in  his  remarks  at  the 
Council  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land during  the  discussion  of  the  North  Irish  Pharmacists' 
Association  resolution,  he  referred  to  the  "  present  evolu- 
tionarv  [not  "revolutionary"]  condition  of  the  world" 
(C.  dk  D.,  June  21,  p.  55). 

Apothecaries'  Hall  Examinations.' 

The  report  on  the  medical  examinations  held  by  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland  was  presented  to  the 
General  Medical  Council  by  Dr.  John  Magee  Finny. 
Among  these  was  the  Primary  Professional  examination 
held  on  June  3  to  7.  1918.  The  practical  chemistry  test 
given  to  the  only  candidate  was  to  identify  (1)  an  alka- 
loid, (2)  an  acid  radicle,  and  (3)  a  basic  salt.  The  alka- 
loid (quinine)  'was  discovered,  but  the  candidate  failed 
to  confirm  it  by  other  tests.  In  the  general  remarks 
attached  to  the  report  Dr.  Finny  writes  : 

"  It  appears  that  a  candidate  for  the  Primary  examina- 
tion may  be  exempted  from  the  part  in  chemistry  if  he 
had  passed  it  in  another  licensing  body.  Thus  "  C.  48"  was 
exempjted  from  that  portion,  having  already  passed  in 
chemistry  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  It  is  doubtful  if 
the  General  Medical  Council  would  recognise  an  examina- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  place  of  one  held  by 
another  recognised  licensing  medical  corporation." 

Belfast.' 

Mr.  William  McMullan  (Thomas  McMullan  &  Co., 
wholesale  druggists)  has  been  appointed  senior  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Belfast  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

At  the  recent  Belfast  Recorder's  Court,  David  Ritchie 
pleaded  guilty  to  charges  of  breaking  into;  and  stealing 
from,  the  pharmacies  of  Mr.  J.  Carroll  Culbert  and  of 
William  Dobbin  &  Co.,  Ltd.  (C.  &  D.,  June  21,  p.  48). 
Accused,  who  was  described  as  a  drug  maniac,  was  sent 
to  prison  for  six  months.

A  disastrous  fife  broke  out  on  June  19  in  the  premises 
of  Hugh  Moore  &  Alexanders,  Ltd..  wholesale  druggists, 
the  Linen  Hall,  Dublin.  The  damage,  estimated  at  5,000?. 
to  6,000?.,  is  covered  by  insurance,  but  some  seventy  girls 
have  been  thrown  temporarily  out  of  work.  As  the  perma- 
nent factory  of  the  company  is  nearly  completion,  it  is 
hoped  to  reinstate  these  workers  within  a  fortnight. 


Scottish  News. 


Brevities. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  has  agreed  to  found  an 
apiary  of  fifty  colonies  at  each  Agricultural  College. 

The  locum  is  now  being  sought  after  more  than  ever. 
Chemists,  like  other  men,  are  in'  the  mood  for  a  long 
holiday  ,this  year. 

A  Scottish  chemist  was  observed  last  week  in  the  "  heart 
of  the  Hielans  "  reading  his  C.  <t-  D.  in  the  open  about 
midnight  without  the  aid  of  artificial  light. 

The  chemists  of  Lochgelly  have  agreed  to  close  their 
businesses  on  week-nights  at  7.30  (Saturdays  at  8.30), 
and  have  notified  the  change  in  the  local  Press. 

Efforts  are  to  be  made  to  recover  the  sulphurous  fumes 
arising  from  waste  products  lying  on  the  shore  at  Irvine. 
It  is  estimated  that  5,000/.  is  lost  yearly  by  neglecting 
these  gases. 
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An  official  of  the  Water  Trust,  paying  a  periodical  call 
at  a  house  the  other  day,  noticed  a  batch  of  prints  wash- 
ing in  the  bathroom.  "I  must  report  this,"  he  said. 
"  People  are  not  allowed  to  practise  photography  in  private 
houses." 

~  Mr.  James  G.  Mackie,  who  has  won  the  diploma  in 
pharmacy  and  a  gold  medal  at  McGill  University,  Mon- 
treal, was  apprenticed  in  Montrose.  Mr.  Mackie  has  also 
passed,  first  in  order  of  merit,  the  Major  examination  of 
the  Quebec  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Considerable  interest  is  being  taken  in  the  reopening  of 
freshwater  pearl-fishing  in  Scottish  lochs  and  rivers,  where 
some  beautiful  specimens  are  to  be  found.  This  fishing 
forms  a  healthy  pastime,  although  the  pearl-seeking  phar- 
macist can  no  longer  regird  his  catch  as  an  article  of 
materia  medica. 

Judgment  has  been  given  in  Stornoway  Sheriff  Court 
in  an  action  in  which  the  pursuer  had  purchased  certain 
property  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  place  of  business 
for  his  son,  a  chemist.  The  latter  had  been  carrying  on 
business  as  a  chemist  prior  to  the  war,  but  had  been  on 
service  for  over  four  years,  and  now  desired  to  restart. 
The  purchaser  notified  the  tenant  of  a  shop  in  the  pro- 
perty to  remove  at  last  Whitsunday,  and,  as  the  tenant 
refused,  the  purchaser  sought  ejection.  The  Sheriff-sub- 
stitute, in  granting  decree  of  ejection,  said  pursuer's 
son  had  fought  for  his  country  for  four  years,  and  had 
come  back  to  restablish  a  livelihood.  It  would  be  a 
great  hardship  to  refuse  him  this  opportunity. 

The  Fraternity  of  Dyers. 

Mr.  William  W.  Spence,  chemist  and  druggist,  Chloro- 
form Pharmacy,  Linlithgow,  has  been  elected  Deacon  of 
the  Fraternity  of  Dyers.  Mr.  Spence  is  the  second 
chemist  in  the  history  of  this  ancient  body  (which  dates 
back  mere  than  400  years)  who  has  attained  thh?  office, 
the  first  having  been  the  late  Mr.  George  Waldie.  Dr. 
Robert  Spence  is  one  of  the  standard-bearers  of  the  Fra- 
ternity ;  and  five  pharmacists  have  been  present _  at 
various  functions  in  which  Mr.  W.  W.  Spence  has  been 
the  leading  figure.  The  picturesque  ceremony  of  "Riding 
the  Marches  "  was  carried  out  recently  by  the  Dyers,  the 
Deacon  entertaining  forty  guests  to  breakfast  at  his 
house  in  Linlithgow,  and  to  dinner  at  his  country  resi- 
dence,, Low  valley  House,  Blackness. 

Glasgow. 

California  syrup  of  figs  cannot  easily  be  procured  in 
Glasgow  at  present.  Californian  whisky,  however — but 
not  Caledonian — is  said  to  be  abundant. 

Mr.  A.  Stephenson,  1  Battlefield  Crescent,  Langside, 
has  been  appointed  representative  for  Scotland  for  Robert 
Bailey  &  »Son,  surgical-dressings  manufacturers,  Stock- 
port. 

Several  cases  of  small-pox  have  occurred  in  Glasgow, 
but  the  authorities  are  hopeful  of  stamping  out  the  dis- 
ease. During  the  epidemic  of  1904  one  chemist  sold 
40,000  tubes  of  lymph. 

A  British  Science  and  "Key"  Industries  Exhibition  is 
to  be  held  in  Glasgow  on  November  17.  It  is  being 
organised  as  a  combination  of  the  British  Scientific  Pro- 
ducts Exhibition  (promoted  by  the  British  Science  Guild) 
and  the  "Key"  Industries  Exhibition,  both  of  which 
were  held  in  London  last  autumn.  Particulars  are  ob- 
tainable from  Mr.  James  Freer,  Kelvin  Hall,  Glasgow. 

An  outspoken  letter,  signed  "  How  oft  the  Means," 
has  lately  appeared  in  the  local  Press.  The  point  pressed 
by  the  writer  is  that  "  medical  men  who  dispense  for  their 
patients  should  not  be  allowed  to  sign  their  death-certifi- 
cates "  ;  and,  in  illustration,  reference  is  made  to  the 
favourite  sedative  cough-mixture  of  a  Glasgow  doctor 
(whether  a  doctor  still  in  practice  is  not  stated).  The 
writer  of  this  letter  was  at  one  time,  evidently,  the 
doctor's  dispenser,  and  he — or  was  it  she  ? — remonstrated 
with  him,  describing  the  treatment  as  "a  short  cut  to 
the  grave."  "This,"  continues  the  correspondent,  "  dug 
my  grave  in  a  Glasgow  doctor's  shop."  To  one  "  sad- 
looking  customer  "  the  dispenser  gave  the  advice  : 
"  Rather  die  than  take  any  more"  (i.e.,  of  this  mixture). 
"  I  never  saw  her  again,"  he  adds. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News- 


Medicinal  Plant  Workers'  Association. — Workers 
employed  in  the  production,  working  up,  and  collection; 
of  medicinal  plants  in  Hungary  have  formed  an  association 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Medicinal  Plant  Section  of  the- 
Commissariat  for  Agriculture. 

Hungarian  Medicated-sugar  Ban. — The  production  oL 
medicated  sugar  is  now  prohibited,  although  old  stocks  may 
still  be  sold.  Those  allotted  by  the  Sugar  Central  and' 
already  taken  over  are  expropriated,  and  must  be  declared 
immediately  to  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  Commissariat 
for  Social  Production. 

Hydrochloric  Acid  Declaration. — The  people's  Com- 
missary for  army  affairs  in  Hungary  calls  for  an  imme- 
diate declaration  by  all  industrial  works,  firms,  and 
transport  undertakings  of  stocks  of  hydrochloric  acid  in. 
excess  of  J.  kg.  Should  the  hydrochloric  acid  be  required 
by  those  holding  stocks,  the  use  for  which  it  is  intended, 
must  be  stated. 

Hungary's  Medical-maternity  Office. — A  national 
medical-material  office  is  being  established  for  the  supply, 
storage,  and  distribution  of  medical  material  for  hospitals., 
sanatoria,  etc.  Its  duties  will  include  the  establishment 
and  equipment  of  new  hospitals,  etc.,  and  the  control  of 
the  consumption  of  the  material  in  question.  The  supply 
and  distribution  of  medicines,  chemical  products,  and. 
drugs  continues  in  the  hands  of  the  Medical  Supply 
Central. 

Canadian  Trade  in  Chemicals  and  Dyes. — A  report  orb 
the  trade  of  Canada  and  Newfoundland  for  the  year  1918. 
by  Mr.  F.  W.  Field,  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  at  Toronto,, 
has  been  issued  [Cmd.  163,  6d.~],  but  there  is  little  of  prac- 
tical interest  in  it  to  the  wholesale  druggist  and  manufac- 
turing chemist,  although  the  report  runs  to  ninety-five 
pages.  Dealing  with  chemicals,  Mr.  Field  says  "some- 
progress,"  has  been  made,  especially  in  the  district  of 
Niagara  Falls,  the  activities  of  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board,  Ottawa,  having  in  a  large  measure  been  responsible- 
for  the  development.  Canada's  activity  in  producing 
chemicals  during  the  war  has  been  dealt  with  in  previous 
issues  of  the  C.  Jk  D.,  and  little  new  ground  is  covered  by 
Mr.  Field's  report.  Perhaps  it  is  interesting  to  note- 
that  a  Canadian  company  is  now  making  sal  ammoniac, 
but  only  in  sufficient  quantities  for  the  home  trade.  As- 
regards  dyes,  the  United  States  supplies  the  Canadian, 
market,  and  if  the  United  Kingdom  wants  the  business 
more  aggressive  methods  will  have  to  be  adopted.  Canada 
is  not  likely  to  establish  a  dye  industry  of  its  own  for- 
mally years. 

Chemical  Production  in  Poland. — The  Germans  closed 
down  all  the  -chemical  factories  in  Congress  Poland  which 
had  escaped  destruction  in  the  war  :  consequently,  last 
November  products  were  so  scarce  that  500  mk.  was  paid 
for  100  kg.  of  ammoniated  soda,  3,600  mk.  for  caustic- 
soda,  and  300  mk.  for  sulphuric  acid.  To  avoid  probable 
profiteering  when  Galicia  and  Silesia  (both  possessing  fav 
tories  in  working  order)  were  united  to  the  Congress 
Kingdom,  the  Raw  Materials  Department  persuaded  the- 
Polish  Liquidation  Commission  in  Cracow  to  fix  maximum 
prices  for  such  products  and  to  give  first  offer  to  the- 
industrialists.  As  a  result  twelve  glass  factories  were  sup- 
plied, as  were  also  ironworks,  molasses  refineries,  etc. 
Soap  works  were  started,  and  up  to  April  the  Minister  of 
Supplies  had  received  100,000  kg.  of  soap  at  5  mk.  per  lb. 
— half  the  market  price.  When  sulphuric  acid  became- 
cheaper  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  artificial  ferti- 
lisers were  started,  and  the  State  and  communal  insti- 
tutions were  supplied  with  chemical  products.  Only  a. 
few  of  the  principal  chemical  products  are  expropriated  at. 
present,  and  of  these  a  certain  proportion  is  released  for- 
tiade  subject  to  strict  observance  of  prices  established' 
by  the  Raw  Materials  Department.  Ammoniated  sods', 
now  costs  100  mk.  per  100  kg.,  and  caustic  soda  70  mk.

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Legal  Reports. 


White    Pepper   Contract  In   the   King's  Bench 

Division,  on  June  19,  Mr.  Justice  Bailhache  had  before 
-him  the  case  of  C.  W.  H.  Clark  (trading  as  Wright, 
Crossley  &  Co.)  v.  Cox,  McEuen  '&  Co.,  Baltic  House, 
Leadenhall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  which  was  an  action  to 
recover  damages  for 'alleged  breach  of  contract.  Defen- 
dants sold  to  plaintiffs  10  tons  of  Muntok  white  pepper 
•at  Is.  8d.  per  lb.,  and  declared  that  136  bags  were  shipped 
by  a  vessel  which  was  afterwards  lost  at  sea.  Plaintiffs 
-claimed  6061.  13s.  4f/.,  being  6^d.  per  lb.,  the  difference 
between  the  contract-price  of  Is.  8d.  and  2s.  2^d.,  the 
market-price  at  the  time  of  the  breach  of  contract.  De- 
fendants admitted  the  contract,  but  said  that  it  was 
.provided  that,  if  the  vessel  was  lost  before  the  declaration, 
the  contract  should  be  cancelled.  His  Lordship  held  that 
the  declaration  was  made  with  due  despatch,  and  was  a 
proper  declaration.  He  therefore  entered  judgment  for 
defendants,  with  costs. 

Caustic  Soda  Sale. —  On  June  17,  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division,  Mr.  Justice  Bailhache  heard  an  action  by  H. 
Rymer  &  Co.,  Barking,  against  Gold,  Lea  &  Co.,  Old 
Jewry,  London,  E.C.,  for  239/.,  the  price  of  a  sale  of 
10  cwt.  of  crystal  citric  acid  to  the  defendants.  Defendants 
'counter-claimed  for  572/.,  the  price  of  the  balance  of  a 
sale  of  30  tons  caustic  soda  made  by  them  to  plaintiffs  on 
October  15,  1918,  or  alternatively  for  242/.,  the  difference 
between  contract  and  market  price  of  the  balance  of  the 
goods.  His  Lordship,  in  giving  judgment  on  June  18, 
lound  that  Rymer  &  Co.  were  bound  to  pay  the  contract 
price  of  the  remaining  15  tons  of  caustic  soda.  There 
would  be  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  in  the  action  with- 
out costs,  and  judgment  for  the  defendants  on  the  counter- 
claim, with  costs.  He  gave  judgment  for  plaintiffs  with- 
out costs  because  he  was  satisfied  that  the  intention  of 
the  parties  was  that  the  price  of  the  citric  acid  should  be 
set  off  against  the  price  of  the  caustic  soda.  , 

Saccharin  Contract. — An  action  arising  out  of  a 
contract  for  saccharin  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Bailhache, 
in  the  Commercial  Court  of  the  King's  Bench  Division, 
on  June  19.  The  plaintiffs  were  Gaston  Williams  & 
Wigmore,  Ltd.,  Bishopsgate,  London,  E.C.,  who  sued 
George  Spyer  &  Co.,  of  Bury  Street,  E.C.,  claiming 
damages  for  alleged  failure  on  the  part  of  the  defen- 
dants to  take  a  certain  quantity  of  saccharin  which  had 
been  sold  to  them  by  the  plaintiffs.  Plaintiffs'  case 
was  that  in  September  1918  they  sold  to  the  defendants 
300  lb.  "Empire"  saccharin,  550  strength,  a|  the  price 
of  263s.  in  bond,  delivery  October  15,  1918.  Defendants 
further  agreed  to  pay  to  the  plaintiffs  interest  at  the  rate 
of  6  per  cent,  on  the  contract-price  from  the  date  of  con- 
tract until  the  date  of  delivery.  Defendants,  it  was 
alleged,  had  failed  to  take  delivery  of  the  saccharin. 
Plaintiffs,  by  arrangement,  resold  50  lb.  on  defendants' 
behalf,  and  had  been  paid  by  the  defendants  the  loss 
resulting  from  such  re-sale.  As  to  the  balance  of  250  lb., 
defendants  had  failed  to  take  delivery.  Defendants 
alleged  that,  in  order  to  induce  them  to  make  the  con- 
tract^ plaintiffs  represented  to  them  that  there  '  was 
practically  no  saccharin  in  stock  in  this  country,  and  that 
defendants  would  be  well  advised  then  to  purchase  all 
the  saccharin  they  would  be  likely  to  require  during  the 
next  three  or  four  months.  Defendants  put  in  a  counter- 
claim. Mr.  Raeburn,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs, 
said  that  in  1918  there  was  a  huge  demand  for  saccharin 
for  domestic  consumption,  and  prices  were  high,  but  the 
armistice  knocked  the  bottom  out  of  saccharin'"  and  down 
went  the  prices.  After  hearing  the  evidence,  his  Lord- 
ship gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  2,400/.,  with 
costs,  and  dismissed  the  counter-claim.  Mr.  Raeburn 
said  there  was  an  allegation  of  fraud,  which  his  clients 
very  greatly  resented.  His  Lordship  :  There  is  obviously 
nothing  in  it. 

A  Libel  Case.— A  libel  action  brought  by  Mr.  George 
Dittrick  Cartellieri,  chemical  and  general  merchant, 
96  Leadenhall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  against  Lazard  God- 


chaux  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical  and  dye  merchants,  Walter 
House,  Strand,  was  settled  before  Mr.  Justice  McCardie. 
in  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  June  19  Mr.  J.  G. 
Hurst,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  said  his  client  had 
been  for  some  years  acting  as  an  arbitrator  in  trade  dis- 
putes. He  was  a  member  of  the  British  Chemical  Trade 
Association,  and  was  on  the  panel  of  arbitrators  of  that 
Association.  In  December  last  the  defendants  entered 
into  a  contract  for  supplying  a  certain  chemical — caustic- 
soda — to  Dexters  Ltd.  A  dispute  arose,  and  the 
defendants  approached  the  plaintiff  to  act  as  arbitra- 
tor in  the  dispute.  Plaintiff  consented,  and  the  vendors 
of  the  soda  afterwards  agreed  that  the  plaintiff  should 
act  as  sole  arbitrator.  Unfortunately  for  the  defendants 
the  decision  was  against  them,  and  probably  they  were 
a  little  restive  in  consequence.  In  January  last  they  wrote 
a  letter  in  which  they  made  an  imputation  upon  the 
plaintiff.  They  said  "  We  refrain  from  commenting  upon 
the  conduct  of  the  arbitrator  for  reasons  of  our  own." 
Plaintiff  felt  that  that  was  an  imputation  which  was 
fatal  to  his  business  as  an  arbitrator,  and  he  called  upon 
defendants  to  explain.  Defendants  did  not  attend  to  the 
application,  and  in  consequence  these  proceedings  were 
brought.  Plaintiff  was  not  anxious  to  make  money  out 
of  the  proceedings,  but  only  desired  to  establish  his  good 
name.  Counsel  for  the  defendants  had  agreed  to  judg- 
ment for  the  plaintiff  for  10/.  damages,  and  to  pay  plain- 
tiff's solicitor  and  client  costs.  Defendants  also  unre- 
servedly withdrew  any  imputations  on  the  plaintiff  and> 
expressed  regret.  Mr.  E.  A.  Harney,  for  the  defendants, 
apologised  to  the  plaintiff,  and  expressed  regret  for  the 
words  which  they  had  used.  Mr.  Justice  McCardie 
entered  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  10/.  damages,  and 
solicitor  and  client  costs. 

Malt  Foods  and  Extracts. — On  June  20,  in  the  Com- 
mercial Court  of  the  King's  Bench  Division,  Mr.  Justice 
Bailhache  had  before  him  an  action  brought  by  Henry 
Algernon  Taylor,  Douglas  Day  Taylor,  Henry  Douglas 
Taylor,  and  Outhbert  Tuke  Taylor,  trading  as  the  British 
Diamalt  Company,  manufacturers  of  malt  foods  and 
extracts,  Sawbridgeworth,  Hertford,  against  Jacob 
Hauser,  Moritz  Sabotka.,  Hugo .  Hauser,  Alfred  Hauser, 
Hans  Sabotka,  and  Felix  Sabotka,  trading  as 
the  Erste  Weiner  Export  Malzfabrik  Hauser  and 
Sabotka,  manufacturers  of  patented  and  proprie- 
tary malt  foods  and  extracts,  Vienna.  The  plain- 
tiffs claimed  a  declaration  that  certain  contracts  dated 
March  30,  1906,  December  20,  1910,  and  September  30, 
1913,  made  between  them  and  the  defendants  were,  as 
from  August  12,  1914,  dissolved  by  the  existence  of  a 
state  of  war  between  Great  Britain  and  Austria-Hungary. 
The  case  for  the  plaintiffs  was  that  the  defendants  agreed 
for  a  consideration  to  give  the  plaintiff  firm  the  right  to 
manufacture,  sell,  and  use  within  the  limits  of  the  king- 
dom of  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  South  Africa,  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  the  Empire  of  India  certain  proprie- 
tary processes  then  belonging  to  the  defendants,  and  all 
developments,  whether  manufactured  or  discovered  by 
either  of  the  parties,  for  the  production  from  corn  and 
malt  of  diastatic  or  non-diastatic  malt-extract  prepara- 
tions. It  was  further  provided  by  the  agreement  of 
March  30,  1906,  that  the  plaintiff  firm  were  not  to  trade 
or  compete  with  the  defendants  outside  the  said  districts. 
The  plaintiff  tirm,  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  had  con- 
siderably improved  the  processes,  and  discovered  certain 
foods  and  extracts  which,  it  was  submitted,  if  the  con- 
tracts were  still  binding  upon  the  plaintiffs,  were  articles 
within  the  scope  of  the  contract  of  March  30,  1906,  and 
might  not  be  manufactm-ed  and  sold  by  them  without  the 
consent  of  the  defendants.  The  agreements  were  still 
subsisting,  and,  if  carried  out  in  their  entirety,  would, 
it  was  alleged,  involve  intercourse  with  the  enemy.  The 
defendants  denied  that  the  plaintiff  firm  had  improved 
the  said  processes  or  discovered  certain  foods  and  extracts, 
or  that  such  improvements,  foods,  or  extracts  were 
articles  within  the  scope  of  the  contract  of  March  30. 
1906,  as  alleged.  The  defendants  also  denied  that  the; 
agreements,  if  carried  out,  would  involve  intercourse  with 
the  enemy.    The  case  for  the  plaintiffs  was  argued  by 
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Mr.  Leek.  K.C.  who  submitted  that  the  contracts  were 
dissolved  by  the  war.  Mr.  Compston,  KG,  on  behalf 
of  the  defendants,  said,  if  the  contracts  were  dissolved, 
all  their  royalties  in  this  long  period,  now  nearly  five 
years,  would  have  gone.  His  Lordship  said  he  was 
satisfied  these  contracts  were,  for  certain  purposes,  dis- 
solved, and  he  would  make  the  declaration  claimed, 
without  prejudice  to  any  rights  of  the  defendants :  liberty 
to  apply  if  any  question  arose  as  to  what  those  rights 
were.    He  would  reserve  the  question  of  costs.

Bbttnneb  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd. — The  annual  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Exchange  Station  Hotel,  Liverpool,  on  June  20, 
Mr.  Roscoe  Brunner  presiding.  The  Chairman,  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  report  and  accounts,  gave  an  interest- 
ing account  of  the  company's  war  work  on  behalf  of  the 
State,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  production  of 
ammonium  nitrate,  synthetic  phenol,  and  the  purification 
of  T.K.T.  Dealing  with  the  manufacture  of  phenol,  the 
Chairman  said  that  its  synthetic  production  from  benzol 
was  necessary,  as  the  supply  obtained  from  coal-tar  was 
-rrterly  inadequate.  The  process  had  been  carried  on  on 
a  manufacturing  scale  in  France,  but  not  in  this  country ; 
and  although  the  company  could  not  claim  the  working 


out  of  the  process,  the  staff  so  improved  it  as  to  get  the 
highest  yield  of  any  plant  in  the  country.  At  the  time 
the  armistice  was  signed  the  company  had  nine  different 
plants  under  direct  control,  with  a  joint  productive  capacity 
of  considerably  more  than  5.000  tons  a  week  of  high  ex- 
plosive material.    The  report  and  accounts  were  adopted. 

Evans-  Sons  Leschee  &  Webs  Ltd. — An  extraordinary 
general  meeting  of  the  shareholders  was  held  on  June  IS 
at  the  registered  office  of  the  company,  when  an  extra- 
ordinary resolution  altering  the  articles  of  association  in 
respect  of  the  transfer  and  transmission  of  the  ordinary 
shares  of  the  company  was  submitted.  The  Secretary 
having  read  the  notice  convening  the  meeting,  the  Chair- 
man (Mr.  J.  H.  E.  Evans),  who  presided  in  the  absence 
of  the  Chairman  and  Deputy-Chairman,  explained  briefly 
that  the  resolution  now  submitted  marked  a  new  depar- 
ture in  the  policy  of  the  company,  the  ordinary  shares 
having  hitherto  been  privately  held  by  the  directors  and 
a  few  employes  of  the  company.  Should  the  resolution 
be  carried  and  subsequently  confirmed  as  a  special  resolu- 
tion at  the  extraordinary  general  meeting  to  be  held  on 
July  5.  the  ordinary  shares  of  the  company  would  become 
transferable  and  a  resolution  authorising  the  creation  of 
an  additional  150.000  of  such  shares  would  be  submitted 
at  the  same  meeting.  The  capital  of  the  company  would 
thus  be  increased  to  750.000/..  an  increase  which  had 
become  necessary  owing  to  the  continued  expansion  of 
the  business.  The  new  shares  when  issued  would  be 
offered  to  the  public,  preference  being  given  to  the  exist- 
ing shareholders  and  customers  of  the  company.  The 
resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

British  Ctantdes  Co.,  Ltd. — The  annual  meeting  was 
held  on  June  20  at  the  Cannon  Street  Hotel.  London. 
E.C.  Mr.  C.  F.  Rowsell  (Chairman  of  the  company) 
presiding.  In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and 
accounts,  the  Chairman  said  that  the  balance  of  profit 
for  the  year  was  20,5727.,  against  36,7257.  in  the  pre- 
vious vear.  He  referred  briefly  to  the  principal  reason 
for  the  considerable  diminution  in  the  profit.  At  the  date 
of  the  Armistice  they  were  engaged  in  a  very  considerable 
way  in  the  manufacture  of  an  important  chemical  -for 
the  Government,  and  the  shareholders  would  understand 
that  where  it  was  necessary,  as  it  was  in  this  case,  to 
organise  plant  rapidly  and  acquire  raw  materials"  to 
enable  production  on  a  substantial  scale  to  be  undertaken 
very  considerable  expenditure  was  incurred,  and,  if  that 
manufacture  had  to  be  suddenly  abandoned,  there  must 
be  a  very  considerable  loss  of  profit,  and  also  loss  of 
capital.  Mr.  Kenneth  M.  Chance  (managing  director), 
in  seconding  the  motion,  referred  to  the  difficulties 
experienced  in  the  winter  of  1915-16  in  making  carbonate 
of  potash  for  optical-glass  manufacture,  Mr.  Chance  said 
that,  in  order  to  produce  an  absolutely  pure  article,  they 
carried  on  research  work  in  the  laboratory  and  in  the 
works  at  the  same  time  on  a  big  scale,  putting  up  and 
taking  down  in  the  course  of  some  three  months  no  fewer 
than  three  large-scale  plants.  Perhaps  the  most  valuable 
work  which  they  had  done  for  the  country  during  the 
war  had  been  in  connection  with  permanganate  of  soda. 
They  were  approached  by  the  Anti-Gas  Department  to 
make- that  article,  which  had  never  before  been  produced, 
except  in  the.  laboratory.  They  were  successful 
in  making  it  on  a  large  scale,  and  he  was 
proud  to  think  that  in  this  way  they  did  very 
much  towards  Tendering  useless  the  German  gas. 
He  wished,  before  leaving  this  subject,  to  pay  a  personal 
tribute  to  the  remarkable  work  carried  out  by  the  late 
Colonel  Harrison^  as  head  of  the  Anti-Gas  Department. 
It  was  not  generally  known  that  what  that  gentleman 
did  was  to  think  out  what  the  Germans  were  going  to  do 
next  and  be  ready  for  them  before  they  did  it,  and  he 
achieved  a  most  remarkable  success.  As  a  matter  of 
fact.  Colonel  Harrison  had  killed  himself  in  the  interest? 
of  his  country:  he  had  refused  to  take  a  holiday,  and 
when  influenza  seized  him  last  November  he  died,  just 
before  the  Armistice  was  signed.  He  (the  speaker)  wished 
to  express  the  extreme  admiration  that  he  had  for  the 
work  of  Colonel  Harrison,  and  to  say  what  a  very  great- 
loss  the  country  had  sustained  by  his  death.  The  report 
and  accounts  were  adopted. 
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German  Poison-gas  Factories. 


The  Allies  in  occupation  of.  German  territories  have 
the  right  of  access  to  the  German  chemical  factories  situ- 
ated in  the  area,  and  an  Inter-Allied  Commission  has 
visited  the  principal  works  devoted  to  the  manufacture 
of  dyes,  medicinal  products,  and  standard  chemicals. 
During  the  war  these  were  occupied  with  the  production 
of  poison  gas  used  in  warfare.  Major  Theodore  W.  Sill, 
reporting  on  his  visit  as  a  representative  of  the  United 
States  on  the  Inter-Allied  Commission,  reports  that,  not- 
withstanding the  air-raids  to  which  the  factories  were 
subjected,  these  German  plants,  "  probably,  the  greatest  of 
the  potential  possibilities  for  war-material  production," 
are  "  in  splendid  condition  with  a  large,  highly  trained 
force  of  employes,  and,  moreover,  with  additional  oppor- 
tunities for  increasing  their  production  by  utilising  the 
extra  equipment  added  for  war-material  production." 
The  lack  of  oil  and  greases  for  lubrication  of  the 
machinery  is  the  only  apparent  handicap  in  the  factories. 
Major  Sill  warns  the  American  people  that  this  German 
Industry  is  "  a  dangerous  factor  in  the  struggle  for  com- 
mercial supremacy,  and  also  a  potential  source  of  war- 
material  production  unless  properly  controlled."  The 
report  ("  Journal  of  Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemis- 
try ")  then  describes  the  visits  paid  to  the  various  poison- 
gas  factories  : 

Arriving  in  Cologne,  we  made  our  headquarters  there 
while  making  a  tour  of  investigation  through  the  plant  of 
the  Farbenfabriken  vorm.  Friedrich  Bayer  &  Co.  at  Lever- 
kusen,  and  also  the  plant  of  Weiler-ter-Meer  at  TJerdingen- 
oti-the-Rhme. 

The  plant  of  the  Bayer  Co.  stands  out  pre-eminently  as 
the  best  and  most  modern  of  German  chemical  plants.  It 
is  a  veritable  city  in  itself,  well  laid  out,  with  excellently 
constructed  streets  and  brick  buildings.  Their  office  build- 
ing and  recreation  buildings  for  the  employes  are  luxurious 
palaces.  This  plant  has  expanded  considerably  during  the 
war,  and,  despite  the  contrary  assertions  of  its  directors, 
was  widely  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  war  products, 
particularly  poison  gases.  We  had  the  opportunity  of  meet- 
ing Dr.  Duisberg,  the  chief  director,  and,  incidentally,  one 
of  the  ex-Kaiser's  right-hand  men  in  the  development  of 
the  war.  Many  will  remember  him  from  his  visit  to  this 
country  at  the  time  of  the  Chemioal  Congress  in  1912.  Inci- 
dentally, he  hopes  to  be  over  here  again  very  soon  to  see 
his  "  old-time  friends." 

The  plant  of  Weiler-ter-Meer  at  Uerdingen  is  also  an 
excellent  development,  kept  up  in  very  good  condition.  .  .  . 
Of  all  the  men  whom  we  met  in  the  various  plants  in 
Germany,  the  head  of  this  plant  was  the  most  cordial  and 
open  in  all  his  dealings  with  us.  It  was,  of  course,  a  diffi- 
cult and  humiliating  position  for  men  to  be  in,  and  in 
many  cases  we  encountered  sullen  indifference,  particularly 
among  the  plane  directors,  but  among  the  lower  classes  of 
foremen  and  workmen  there  does  seem  to  be  a  general 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  war  has  been  lost  and  also 
that  the  cause  was  wrong  to  st.irt  with.  .  .  .  After  spending 
a  few  days  in  Coblenz  .  .  .  we  journeyed  up  the  Rhine  to 
Mayence,  the  headquarters  of  the  French  area.  Within  this 
»rea  we  were  privileged  to  visit  the  Kalle  plant  at  Biebrich. 
Very  little  war  work  had  been  done  at  this  place,  and  the 
plant  was  probably  the  poorest  of  all  we  saw,  being  old, 
dirty,  and  in  a  run-down  condition. 

At  Hoechst-on-the-M.ain  we  went  through  the  great,  plant 
of  Master,  Lucius  and  Briining,  who  were  pioneers  in  the 
development  of  German  poison  gases,  and  had  done  con- 
siderable work  in  all  kinds  of  war  material.  They,  too. 
had  a  large,  very  fine  plant,  well  laid  out,  and  in  good 
operating  condition,  extending  for  many  acres  along  the 
river.  They  are  quite  progressive  and  have  developed  on  a 
large  scale. 

A  little  later  we  went  up  to  the  greatest  of  all  plants,  the 
Badisohe  Anilin  und  Soda  Fabrik  at  Ludwigshafen.  This 
plant  emiWIovs  about  16  000  men.  and  covers  manv  acres  of 
ground.  They  have  the  plant  for  dvestuffs.  intermediates,  etc., 
at  TAidwisshafen.  and  a  little  further  up  the  river,  at  Onpnu. 
is  located  the  plant  for  the  Haber  process.  Considerable 
work  on  war  products  was  done  at  Ludwigshafen,  but  thev 
;ilso_  were  able  to  make  dvestuffs  on  an  appreciable  scale 
during  the  war.  At  the  present  time  they  have  a  larg-e 
stock  on  hand  ready  to  turn  loose  on  the  markets  when  per- 
mission is  granted.  Thev,  too,  had  done  considerable  work 
on  poison  gases  and  explosive  intermediates,  but  not  to  an 


extent  which  would  at  all  interfere  with  their  resumption 
of  dyestuff  manufacture  on  a  large  scale. 

At  Oppau  we  saw  what  is  probably  the  most  phenomenal 
scientific  development  up  to  date — namely,  the  practical 
realisation  on  an  operating  basis  of  the  Haber  process  for 
ammonia  production.  The  buildings  are  all  quite  new  and 
well  constructed,  and  the  vast  amount  of  detail  has  been 
studiously  and  carefully  worked  out  on  a  practical  operating 
basis  producing  upward  of  100,000  tons  of  ammonia  per 
year.  This  plant  was  a  large  factor  in  enabling  Germany 
to  stay  in  the  war  as  long  as  she  did,  by  means  of  pro- 
ducing large  quantities  of  nitrates.  The  Germans  have 
also  another  plant,  a  duplicate  of  this,  which  they  are 
operating  in  the  unoccupied  area  of  Germany,  so  that  it  is 
really  a  great  practical  possibility  at  the  present  time. 
Incidentally,  it  came  to  our  attention  that  Haber,  to  whom 
Germany  owes  so  much  of  her  development  in  chemical  pro- 
ducts in  warfare,  had  never  attained  a  higher  rank  than 
captain  in  the  German  chemical  warfare  service,  despite 
the  responsibility  and  immensity  of  his  job 

Looking  at  our  inspection  of.  the  German  plants  from  a 
general  viewpoint,  it  is  my  opinion  that,  considering  the 
advantage  gained  in  America  by  the  last  four  years  of  ex- 
perience in  chemical  manufacturing  and  the  lessons  learned 
by  our  equipment  manufacturers,  the  German  plants  at  the 
present  time  from  an  equipment  standpoint  and  general 
layout  are  not  superior  to  the  existing  American  develop- 
ment, their  advantage  being  thai  they  have  an  experienced 
and  long-trained  personnel  schooled  and  willing  to  carry  on 
the  laborious  details ;  but  if  our  people  here  at  home  will 
encourage  our  new,  rapidly  growing  industries,  there  is  no 
reason  why  our  own  personnel  cannot  equal  or,  in  fact, 
surpass  that  of  the  Germans. 

There  are  but  few  distinctive  features  to  be  observed 
which  might  advantageously  be  adopted  in  some  American 
plants.  For  instance — (1)  the  Germans  have  a  very  clever 
method  of  building  their  water-towers  around  the  power- 
house chimneys  or  stacks,  thus  utilising  the  waste  heat 
and  keeping  their  water  from  freezing;  (2)  they  have  a 
method  of  distributing  the  pressure  in  the  filter  presses  so 
that  it  is  not  only  applied  at  the  centre  by  a  large  screw, 
as  in  most  of  our  presses,  but  also  horizontally  along  the 
sides  of  the  press ;  (3)  at  one  place  we  saw  an  excellent 
automatic  nitration  system,  based  upon  the  alternate  filling 
and  refilling  of  a  small  tank  with  a  measured  quantity  of 
water,  which  in  turn  was  connected  with  valves  releasing 
definite  amounts  of  acid  and  benzol ;  (4)  the  Germans  have 
in  practically  all  of  their  plants  a  very  high  grade  of  lead 
fittings,  in  which  art  they  have  advanced  remarkably  well: 
(5)  in  many  cases  it  was  also  noted  they  used  square  flanges 
on  the  elbows  for  their  high-pressure  piping  connections. 
On  the  other  hand,  one  notices  considerable  lack  of  con- 
veying equipment,  such  as  bucket  elevators  and  belt  con- 
vevors  through  these  plants,  the  probability  being  that  they 
utilise  man  power  much  more  than  we  do,  and  do  not  rely 
upon  mechanical  equipment  so  much  

Among  the  developments  to  be  noted  during  the  war  in 
Germany,  which  are  of  special  interest,  was  the  production 
of  synthetic  rubber  on  a  large  scale  and  a  practical  basis. 
This  was  done  at  the  Bayer  plant  in  Leverkusen.  and  the 
production,  though  very  expensive,  was  of  material  assist- 
ance in  meeting  their  great  shortage  of  rubber.

The  Ministry  of  Health. 
It  is  announced  that  the  transformation  of  the  Local" 
Government  Board  into  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  now 
taken  place,  and  that  Dr.  C.  Addison  has  been  appointed 
the  first  Minister  of  Health.

Chemical  Warfare  Department. 
Mr.  Eellaway,  Deputy-Minister  of  Munitions,  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  June  24,  in  bringing  forward  a 
motion  authorising  the  expenditure  of  the  Ministrv  of 
Munitions  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1920,  referred  to 
the  Chemicai  Warfare  Department  as  foEows  :  There- 
has  been  some  rather  acid  comment  on  the  fact  that  con- 
tracts were  placed  for  poison-gas  that  did  not  realise 
all  our  expectations.  We  never  reached  a  perfect  gas. 
Whatever  some  jaundiced  critics  may  say.  about  some  of 
those  contracts,  the  British  soldier 'will*  salute  the  men 
of  the  Chemical  Warfare  Department  of  the  Ministry  of 
Munitions  who  in  cold  blood  risked  their  lives  in  con- 
nection with  the  experiments  which  they  undertook  to- 
start  this  war  industry,  with  the  result  that  we  were  able 
in  the  ten  months  of  1918  to  send  out  to  France  15,500  tons 
of  gas  for  use  against  the  Germans,  and  although  I  do  not 
think  that  we  ever  succeeded  in  improving  on  the  effective- 
ness of  the  German  gas,  we  certainly  were  equal  to  it, 
while  on  the  defensive  side  of  gas  warfare  tbe  Chemical 
Warfare  Department  of  the  Ministry  succeeded  in  pro- 
viding a  defence  that  undoubtedly  made  our  gas-mask  the 
best  of  any  of  the  fighting  forces,  and  we  were  never 
taken  by  surprise  by  the  Germans.

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Scottish  Pharmaceutical 
Federation. 


Mr.  Alexander  Murray,  lion,  secretary  of  the  'Scottish 
Pharmaceutical  Federation,  sends  us  a  statement  of  the 
position  and  aims  of  the  Federation  as  a  reply  to  the 
addresses  delivered  in  various  cities  of  Scotland  by  Sir 
William  Glyn-Jones.  After  an  introduction,  which  refers 
to  the  movement  towards  combination  in  business, 
accelerated  by  the  Government  programme  of  Trade  Boards 
and  Industrial  Councils,  the  statement  proceeds  : 

It  is  undeaiable  that  the  trade  of  pharmacy  is  not  at 
present  organised  on  the  lines  of  other  businesses.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  representative  of  the  members  of 
the  trade  professionally  rather  than  commercially.  It  is 
idle  to  say  that  it  is  a  trade  combination.  It  possesses  a 
Royal  Charter  modified  by  statute.  Its  powers  and  func- 
tions are  to  be  found  there,  and  it  can  no  more  operate  as 
a  trade  combination  or  as  a  trade  union  than  a  trade  union 
can  operate  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  is  true  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  in  its  charter  a  statement 
that  it  is  formed  "  for  the  protection  of  those  who  carry 
on  the  business  of  chemists  and  druggists,"  but  it  can  give 
that  protection  only  within  its  mandate,  and  if  it  endeavours 
to  regulate  prices,  impose  penalties  for  failure  to  observe 
these  prices,  or  impose  any  restrictive  conditions  upon  the 
conduct  of  the  trade  it  will  be  exceeding  its  mandate.  A 
body  which  is  constituted  for  these  objects  is  a  trade  union. 
The  definition  of  a  trade  union  is  to  be  found  in  the  Trade 
Union  Act  of  1871  as  amended  by  the  Trade  Union  Amend- 
ment Act,  1876.    As  amended  it  is  as  follows: 

"The  term  'Trade  Union'  means  any  combination, 
whether  temporary  or  permanent,  for  regulating  the  rela- 
tions between  workmen  and  masters,  or  between  workmen 
and  workmen,  or  between  masters  and  masters,  or  for 
imposing  restrictive  conditions  on  the  conduct  of  any 
trade  or  business,  whether  such  combination  would  or 
would  not,  if  the  principal  Act  (1871  Act)  had  not  been 
passed,  have  been  deemed  to  have  been  an  unlawful 
combination  by  reason  of  some  one  or  some  of  its  pur- 
poses being  in  restraint  of  trade :  provided  that  this  Act 
shall  not  affect: 

(1)  Any  agreement  between  partners  as  to  their  own 
business ; 

(2)  Any  agreement  between  an  employer  and  those  em- 
ployed by  him  as  to  such  employment ; 

(3)  Any  agreement  in  consideration  of  the  sale  of  the 
goodwill  of  a  business  or  of  instruction  in  any  profession, 
trade,  or  handicraft." 

The  regulation  of  prices  may  or  may  not  be  a  politic  thing. 
The  imposition  by  agreement  among  traders  of  restrictive 
conditions  as  to  engaging  employes  of  one  another,  etc.,  may 
or  may  not  be  prudent  from  a  commercial  standpoint,  but 
any  body  or  society  that  acts  in  such  directions  is  a  tra-de 
union.  The  pharmaceutical  trade  in  Scotland,  recognising 
this  position,  proceeded  to  organise  itself  on  trade  union 
lines.  The  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation  is  the  result. 
It  was  declared  by  all  concerned  that  the  new  organisation 
is  in  no  way  antagonistic  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It 
intends  to  work  along  lines  that  are  quite  incompatible  with 
the  present  constitution  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Everyone  can  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  Society  has 
always  wisely  refrained  from  acting  as  a  trade  union,  not 
merely  on  the  ground  that  it  was  inexpedient,  but  upon  the 
ground  that  it  would  be  acting  ultra  vires.  If  it  had 
attempted  so  to  act  any  member  could  have  obtained  an 
injunction  against  it  in  a  court  of  law.  If  it  had  so  acted 
it  would  have  probably  lost  its  charter.  Where  a  certain 
limited  liability  company  (whose  main  object  was  for  the 
protection  of  the  property  of  members)  acted  as  a  trade 
union  its  registration  under  the  Companies  Acts  was  de- 
clared by  the  Court  null  and  void.  For  similar  reasons  a 
trade  union  which  registers  under  the  Friendly  Societies 
Acts  is  null  and  void.  Royal  Charters  are  not  given  to 
trade  unions. 

The  reason  for  the  above  is  to  be  found  in  Section  5  of 
the  1871  Act,  which  is  as  follows  : 

The  following  Acts — that  is  to  sav, 

(1)  The  Friendly  Societies  Acts,  i855  and  1858,  and  the 
Acts  amending  the  same; 

(2)  The  Industrial  and  Provident  Societies  Act,  1867, 
and  any  Act  amending  the  same;  and 

(3)  The  Companies  Acts,  1862  and  1867, 

shall  not  apply  to  anv  trade  union,  and  the  registration 
of  any  trade  union  under  any  of  the  said  Acts  shall  be  null 


and  void,  and  the  deposit  of  the  rules  of  any  trade  union 
made  under  the  Friendly  Societies  Acts,  1855  and  1858. 
and  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  before  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  shall  cease  to  be  of  any  effect. 

Notwithstanding  these  obvious  considerations,  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones  came  down  to  Scotland  and  told  pharmacists  that 
the  objects  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  objects  of 
the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation  are  identical— 
viz.,  "  The  protection  of  those  carrying  on  the  business  of 
chemists  and  druggists."  Surely  Sir  William  underesti- 
mates the  intelligence  of  the  trade  when  he  suggests  that 
tho  objects  of  the  two  bodies  are  identical.  In  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  Federation  the  third  object  is  as  follows : 

To  make  and  enforce  agreements  between  members  of 
the  Federation,  or  between  the  Federation  or  such  of  the 
members  thereof  and  members  of  other  Federations  or 
Associations  of  any  kind,  concerning  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions on  which  members  for  the  time  being  shall  or  shall 
not  sell  their  goods,  transact  business,  employ  or  be 
employed. 

Is  it  possible  to  find  anything  like  such  an  object  within 
the  four  corners  of  the  constitution  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  ?  The  Executive  Council  of  the  Federation  have 
power  to  make  and  enforce  by-laws  for  the  objects  of  the 
Federation,  and  they  have  also  power  to  impose  fines  or 
penalties  on  the  members  of  the  Federation  for  any  infrac- 
tion of  the  rules  or  by-laws.  Does  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones 
suggest  for  one  moment  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
could  legally  do  any  of  these  things?  The  issue  is  clear, 
and  yet  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  emphatically  stated  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  do  everything  that  the 
Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation  proposed  to  do. 

The  statement  then  reviews  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  resolutions  were  adopted  at  Edinburgh,  and 
concludes  : 

There  is  absolutely  no  doubt  that  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists  of  Scotland  are  resolved  to  have  effective  combina- 
tion for  trade  purposes.  It  is  possibly  true  that  addresses 
of  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  in  Scotland  have  been  directly 
in  the  interest  of  the  trade.  They  have  delayed  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Federation  when  its  complete  organisation  is 
essential  in  order  that  Scotland  may  have  a  satisfactory 
representation  upon  the  proposed  Industrial  Councils.  The 
employes  of  the  trade  are  being  organised  upon  trade-union 
lines,  while  the  employers  have  been  held  up  in  order  to 
hear  the  addresses.  .  .  .  Even  with  reference  to  the  pro- 
posed Industrial  Councils  the  weakness  of  the  constitution 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  seen.  The  Industrial 
Council  will  be  a  joint  Council  representative  of  employers 
on  the  one  side  and  employes  on  the  other.  Both  employers 
and  employes  are  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
How  can  that  great  Society  act  as  the  foster-parent  of  both 
sides  of  the  Council  ?  The  Scottish  Federation  appreciates 
the  important  services  that  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  has 
rendered  to  the  trade,  and  it  is  thererore  with  regret  that 
they  find  themselves  in  conflict  with  him  on  this  all- 
important  matter.  They  hope  that  after  further  considera- 
tion Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  will  acknowledge  the  two  dis- 
tinct spheres  of  action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation,  and  that  his  valu- 
able assistance  may  be  available  for  both.

Huskisson.— At  The  Briary,  Moss  Lane,  Pinner,  on 
June  22,  Mr.  Henry  Owen  Huskisson,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C, 
F.L.S.  (H.  0.  Huskisson  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Moon  Street,  Islington,  London,  N.  1),  aged  ninety-one. 
Almost  the  whole  of  Mr.  Huskisson's  life  was  spent  in  the 
affairs  of  the  well-known  firm  of  which,  by  the  death  of 
his  original  partners,  he  became  the  sole  proprietor.  The 
business  can  be  traced  back  to  the  seventeenth  century, 
when  Dr.  Samuel  Towers  erected  in  Oxford  Street,  W. 
(then  Oxford  Road),  one  of  the  first  laboratories  set  up 
in  London  for  the  manufacture  of  chemicals,  which  it  had 
previously  been  the  custom  to  prepare  on  the  roofs  of 
wholesale  druggists'  premises.  In  the  following  century 
the  various  products  of  the  firm  were  made,  in  Little 
Warner  Street,  Mount  Pleasant,  and  in  Maiden  Lane, 
now.  part  of  the  site  of  King's  Cross  Station.  In  1807 
George  Towers  (a  relation  of  Samuel)  took  Samuel  and 
Thomas  Huskisson,  his  nephews,  into  partnership.  Mr. 
H.  0.  Huskisson  was  the  grandson  of  Samuel,  Huskisson, 
who  m  1811  separated  from  his  partners  and  opened 
premises  in  Swinton  Street,  X..  where  the  firm  remained 
until  1910.  The  history  of  H.  0.  Huskisson  &  Co.  was 
given  in  fuller  outline  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
II.,  1913,  p.  147,  and  in  the  issue  of  October  15,  I860' 
tne  house  (then  known  as  Huskisson  &  Sons)  formed  one 
ot  a  series  of  famous  manufacturing  firms  to  which 
special  articles  by  experts  were  devoted.  A  considerable 
part  ot  the  article  in  question  was  occupied  with  a  descrip- 


tion of  processes  for  obtaining  and  purifying  iodine — and 
it  is  of  interest  to  record  that  resumblimed  iodine  is  still 
made  at  Moon  Street.  Mr.  H.  0.  Huskisson  was  registered 
as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  on  July  6,  1853 — on  the  same 
day  as  the  late  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins,  who  died  (also  at  the 
age  of  ninety-one)  last  March.  He  entered  his  fathers 
firm  at  an  early  age,  and  continued  to  visit  the  Moon 
Street  works  till  a  very  recent  period.  Apart  from  busi- 
ness, he  found  recreation  in  books  and  antiquities ;  a 
curious  and  probably  unique  medicine-cabinet  in  his 
possession  was  described,  with  illustrations,  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.  I.,  1891.  p.  424.  It  is  understood 
that  Mr.  Huskisson  had  not  been  photographed  for  many 
years ;  but  those  who  had  transactions  with  him  will  retain 
a  vivid  impression  of  his  delicate,  old-world  courtesy, 
the  unvarying  cut  of  his  frock-coat,  and  the  scrupulous 
polish  of  his  written  replies  to  inquiries.  He  retained 
the  full  possession  of  his  faculties  to  the  last,  reading  and 
conversing  with  unabated  interest.  He  is  survived  by 
three  daughters. 

Kenny. — At  81  East  Park  Avenue,  Hull,  on  June  11. 
Mr.  Thomas  Kenny,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  seventy- 
one. 

King. — At  "  Croyde,"  Brighton  Road,  Sutton,  Surrey, 
on  June  22,  Mr.  Walter  Robert  King,  J. P.,  joint  govern- 
ing director  of  Typke  &  King,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  Crown  Chemical  Works,  Mitcham,  aged  sixty- 
one.  The  early  part  of  Mr.  King's  business  life  was 
spent  with  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.  In  1885 
he  began,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  P.  G.  W.  Typke,  the 
manufacture  of  indiarubber  chemicals  and  rubber-sub- 
stitutes.

— On  May  31,  Mr.   Alfred  Joseph  Strat 
ford,    chemist    and   druggist,    Hunton   Bridge,  King's 
Langley,  aged  sixty-nine. 

Walker.— At  "  The  Marlborough,,"  57  Lancaster  Gate, 
London,  W.  2,  on  June  20,  Mr,  Henry  Walker,  publisher 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  aged  "seventy-three.  Mi'. 
Walker  had  attended  business  up  to  within  three  weeks 
ago,  when  he  was  laid  up  with  inflammation  of  the 
kidneys  from  which  he  succumbed — dying  in  his  sleep 
last  Friday  morning.  He  was  born  in  London  on  July  2, 
1845.  and  after  a  short  time  with  Cassell,  Petter  &  Galpin, 
Belle  Sauvage  Yard,  E.C.,  came  to  the  C.  <£•  D .  office  in 
the  capacity  of  a  junior  clerk.  The  first  publisher  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  was  Mr.  James  Firth,  who 
was  in  the  employment  of  the  proprietors  when  the  paper 
was  started.  He  retired  from  the  position  in  1866,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  William  Canning,  a  chemist  and 
■druggist,  who  did   not  retain  the  position  long,  being 
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replaced  in  February  1868  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton,  Ph.C.,. 
who  subsequently  became  Editor.  ■  When  Mr.  Wootton 
took  over  the  editorship  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Walker 
in  1871,  so  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Walker  had 
been  at  the  C.  &  D.  office  for  fifty-six  years,  forty-eight 
of  which  had  been  spent  as  publisher.  He  thus  became 
connected  with  the  paper  four  years  after  its  inception, 
and  died  in  the  year  of  the  diamond  jubilee  of  the 
journal.  His  first  independent  publishing  effort  was  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  a  sixpenny  pamphlet  entitled 
"Exeter  Change  for  the  British  Lions,"  which  was  pro- 
duced by  Mr.  Jack  Brough  (Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  1860-70),  Mr.  Henry  Brady,  and  Mr.  Michael 
Carteighe  for  the  meeting  of  the  British  Association  and 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Bath  in  1869. 
Mr.  Walker  organised  the  local  sale  of  the  pamphlet, 
which  incidentally  helped  tTie  newly  established  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  by  closely  associating  it  with 
the  British  Association.  AVhen  Mr.  Walker  took  up  his 
work  as  publisher  of  the  C.  &  D.  our  Exchange  Column 
was  started.  At  that  time  it  was  printed  in  the  literary 
pages,  but  when  the  Coloured  Supplement  was  arranged  for 
advertisements  of  situations,  etc.,  this  feature  was  trans- 
ferred to  it.  Mr.  Walker  also  carried  out  the  idea  of  a  dis- 
tinctive cover  for  the  C.  &  D.,  which  before  that  time  was 
printed  on  white  paper.    The  salmon-coloured  cover  gave  a

distinctive  character  to  the  journal,  and  led  up  to  the 
elaborate  designs  employed  on  covers  of  the  Winter  and 
Summer  Issues.  The  cover  of  the  Summer  Issue  of  1897 
was  -unique  as  the  largest  commercial  specimen  of  three- 
colour  process  work  which  had  been  produced  up  to  that 
time.  The  development  of  the  system  of  Insets,  which 
up  till  recently  was  a  feature  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, was  largely  due  to  Mr.  Walker.  In  1913,  on  the 
completion  of  his  fiftieth  year  with  the  firm,  the  pro- 
prietors entertained  Mr.  Walker  and  the  rest  of  the  staff 
to  dinner,  and  presented  him  with  a  silver  tea  and  coffee 
service  with  tray,  thus  testifying  to  the  esteem  in  which 
he  was  held.  Mr.  Walker  was  a  persuasive  and  forceful 
personality,  and  although  he  had  outlived  most  of  his 
contemporaries,  and  was  handicapped  by  increasing  deaf- 
ness, he  had  many  friends  in  the  drug-trade,  especially 
among  those  connected  with  the  advertising  departments 
of  business  houses  appealing  to  chemists.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  a  son  and  daughter.  His  son  (Dr.  H.  J.  D. 
Walker)  is  a  medical  practitioner  at  Dormansland,  near 
East  Grinstead.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Dormansland 
on  June  23,  representatives  of  the  firm  anu  staff  of  the 
C.  dk  D.  being  present. 


Mr.  W.  J.  Barnes,  chemist  and  druggist,  Dover,  has 
been  appointed  a  representative  of  the  borough  on  the 
Harbour  Board.

will,  I  hope,  be  signed  before  these  words  appear. 
It  is  by  no  means  certain,  and  there  are  some  who  say 
that  it  matters  little  whether  it  is  or  not,  but  I  cannot 
hold  that  view.  Naturally,  at  such  a  time  one  looks  back 
at  the  course  of  the  war,  and  tries  to  reap  what  lessons 
one  can  from  it.  In  particular  we  chemists  should  ask 
ourselves  how  we  have  come  out  of  it.  We  have  not, 
perhaps,  suffered  as  much  as  some  trades,  but  we  have 
suffered  enough.  Are  we  the  better  or  the  worse  for  it  1 
On  the  whole,  I  believe  we  are  the  better.  Business  has 
not  been,  could  not  be,  "-  as  usual  "  while  we  were  engaged 
in  a  life-and-death  struggle  with  a  cruel  and  unscrupulous 
enemy.  We  have  come  safely  out  of  it ;  even  those  of  us 
(if  there  are  any)  who  can  only  say  with  the  emigre  who 
was  asked  what  he  bad  done  in  the  Revolution,  "'I  sur- 
vived," have  much  to  be  thankful  for;  but  most  of  us  have 
in  one  way  or  other  done  much  more  than  that.  The 
result,  I  believe,  is  that  we  have  been  drawn  closer 
together ;  we  have  realised  as  never  before  that  no  man 
lives  entirely  to  himself.  Let  us  cherish  that  feeling,  let 
us  be  prepared  for  mutual  sacrifice  and  mutual  help,  not, 
indeed,  sacrificing  our  principles,  but  ready  to  give  up 
our  prejudices  and  to  consider  the  interests  of  others  along 
with  our  own. 

The  Special  General  Meeting 

to  decide  the  fate  of  the  new 
by-law  is  to  be,  I  notice,  at  the  Memorial  Hall,  Farringdon 
Street,  London,  on  July  2.  It  is  also  announced  that  a 
private  meeting  to  hear  arguments  for  and  against  the 
by-law  will  precede  this  in  the  same  place.  It  would 
almost  appear  as  if  arguments  were  not  to  be  allowed  at 
the  public  (the  general)  meeting,  but  this  surely  cannot 
be  the  case.  Why,  then,  the  private  meeting  before  it  1 
It  is  fair  to  suppose  that  this  can  only  be  attended  by 
persons  who  are  specially  invited,  as  otherwise  it  would 
be  as  much  a  public  meeting  as  the  other.  Is  it  unfair  to 
suppose,  further,  that  the  persons  invited  will  consist 
mainly  of  those  whose  opinions  are  known  beforehand  ? 
In  any  case  this  will  be  a  packed  meeting,  and  from 
what  we  know  of  the  Council's  proceedings  it  is  impossible 
not  to  suspect  that  it  will  be  a  meeting  of  those  who  are 
thought  to  be  in  favour  of  the  by-law.  They  will  meet 
to  marshal  their  forces  and  arrange  their  "arguments." 
The  latter  process  will  not  be  a  long  job,  for  the  only  argu- 
ment anybody  has  yet  discovered  is  that  we  cannot  help 
ourselves,  and  this,  having  been  shown  to  be  a  fallacy,  is 
not  true  argument.  How  large  this  private  meeting  will 
be  I  don't  know,  nor  do  I  know  the  capacity  of  the  hall, 
but  these  invited  gentlemen  will  be  the  first  on  the 
premises,  in  possession  of  a  good  many  of  the  seats,  and 
will  thus  make  it  impossible  for  the  general  meeting  to  be 
fairly  representative  of  the  opinion  of  the  members.  In 
other  words,  the  general  meeting  itself  will  to  a  consider- 
able extent  be  packed.  I  hope  that  a  sufficient  number 
of  independents  will  turn  up  to  make  such  a  farce 
impossible. 

"The  Welsh  Wizard" 

is  evidently  possessed  of  some  magical  or 
magnetic  power  (the  two  words  were  once  identical  in 
meaning),  and  indeed  the  amusing  letter  of  your  corre- 
spondent, "  Glasgow,"  proves  it.  Certainly  it  was  not  the 
cogency  of  Sir  William's  argument  that  carried  his 
audience  with  him;  it  must  have  been  a  touch  of  the 
Welsh  hvnjl,  so  familiar  at  revival  and  other  emotional 
meetings,  which,  however  excellent  its  effect  there,  is  quite 
out  of  place  in  a  business  address.  Sir  William's  argu- 
ment was  almost  self -contradictory,  and  could  hardly 
have  been  accepted  by  a  Scottish  audience  if  he  had  not 
played  upon  their  feelings.  He  said,  for  instance,  that  it 
is  impossible  to  distinguish  between  those  powers  and 
functions  of  the  Society  which  may  be  called  professional, 
and  those  we  usually  call  trade,  and  that  in  one  respect 
only  did  he  see  any  impossibility  of  the  Society's  accom- 


plishing what  the  Federation  desired.  This  is  the  main- 
tenance of  a  fixed  standard  of  price.  But  he  had  spoken 
just  before  of  those  "published  objects"  (in  the  pluralj 
of  the  Federation  "  which  are  not  within  the  charter 
objects  and  powers  of  the  Society."  He  may  not  have 
used  exactly  these  words,  for  yours  does  not  profess  to  be 
a  verbatim  report,  but  he  mentioned  several  Federation 
objects  which  are  not  charter  objects,  and  gave  them  as 
a  reason  for  seeking  them  in  connection  with  the  Society. 
It  is  the  conflict,  or,  rather,  the  difference  (for  with  two 
societies  there  need  be  no  conflict)  between  these  objects, 
and  the  professed  inability  of  the  Society  to  attain  those 
that  the  Federation  is  most  anxious  to  secure,  that  is  the 
ground  for  setting  up  a  Federation.  They  may  not  be 
attainable  (as  Sir  William  seems  to  think),  but  the  Federa- 
tion would  at  least  try  to  attain  them  and  the  Society 
will  not.  Moreover,  the  Federationists  can  "  differen- 
tiate" between  trade  and  professional  objects,  and  have 
here  an  advantage  over  the  Society,  which  cannot. 

The  Financial  Difficulty 

to  which  you  refer  in  your  article  on 
the  Scottish  Federation  has  more  than  one  aspect.  It  is 
a  difficulty  in  the  way  not  only  of  the  maintenance  of  such 
a  Federation  but  of  the  Society's  recognition  of  it,  for 
probably  a  good  deal  of  the  support  the  Society  now 
receives  from  Scottish  pharmacists  would  be  diverted  to 
the  new  Federation.  So,  too,  in  England  ;  if  we  had  two 
societies,  one  looking  after  our  professional  and  the  other 
after  our  trade  interests,  it  is  pretty  certain  that  the  trade 
society  would  have  a  considerable  pull  over  the  other  as 
regards  financial  support.  The  existing  Society  cannot 
be  expected  to  ignore  such  a  fact  as  this,  and  it  is  reason 
enough  why  it  should  welcome  a  revision  of  the  old 
opinion  that  it  is  itself  legally  incompetent  to  look  after 
trade  affairs.  It  is  certain  that  these  have  got  to  be  looked 
after  by  somebody  better  than  they  have  been  in  the  past. 
The  Society's  failure  in  this  respect  may  be  largely  due 
to  its  conviction  of  its  legal  incompetence,  bujfc  it  is  not 
due  to  that  alone,  nor  have  we  any  reassurance  that  legal 
competence,  if  established,  would  carry  general  competence 
with  it — indeed,  we  have  good  reason  to  fear  it  would 
not  while  the  constitution  of  the  Societv  remains  what, 
it  is. 

The  Basis  of  Dispensing  Charges 

'has  often  been  discussed,  and 
the  question  has  been  narrowed  to  this-1— ought  it  to  be  the 
cost  of  the  ingredients  or  the  quantity,  that  is  to  say,  the 
number  of  doses  ?  I  have  recently  given  my  reasons  for 
preferring  the  latter  plan,  and  I  am  glad  "to  find  that, 
although  I  did  not  know  it  at  the  time,  I  have  the  sup- 
port of  my  predecessor,  "  Xrayser  I."  in  the  view  I  took. 
So  long  ago  as  1872  the  subject  was  discussed  as  part 
of  that  of  the  possibility  of  increasing  our  profits, 
not  on  dispensing  only  but  all  round.  The  two  bases  were 
contrasted,  cost  and  quantity,  or,  as  it  was  termed,  the 
German  and  the  English  plan,  and  a  preference  expressed 
for  the  latter  (the  charge  per  dose),  as  being  more  satis- 
factory both  to  the  chemist  and  to  his  customer.  The 
"German  '  plan  was  objected  to  not  because  it  was 
German  (we  were,  if  anything,  rather  too  complaisant  to 
Germans  in  those  days),  but  as  "  assuming  the  art  of 
dispensing  to  be  a  purely  mechanical  one."  Its  complexity 
might  also  have  been  considered,  and  many  other  draw- 
backs, ^  but  though  it  was  pronounced  "  oommercially 
scund,"  it  does  not  seem  to  have  been  regarded  with  any- 
more favour  on  that  account.  We  are,  and  ought  to  be, 
something  more  than  commercial  men.  It  is  impossible 
to  adhere  quite  strictly  to  a  system,  and  under  no  system 
would  our  charges  ever  be  uniform. 

I  Strongly  Advise 

proprietors  of  private  pharmacy  schools  to 
furnish  the  particulars  required  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, since  they  are  not  specifically  exempted,  and  it  seems 
clear  from  exemptions  (4)  and*  (6)  that  it  is  not  only 
schools  whose  scholars  are  of  what  we  usually  cali  "  school 
age  "  to  which  the  requirement  applies.  It"  is  difficult  to 
see  how  a  school  could  suffer  from  over-zeal  in  such  a 
matter ;  indeed,  the  being  recognised  by  Government 
should  tend  to  give  it  a  better  standing.

Editorial  Articles. 

The  By-law  Meeting. 

What  is  likely  to  be  the  largest  meeting  of  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  record  is  to  take  place 
at  the  Memorial  Hall,  Farringdon  Street,  London,  E.C, 
on  July  2.  This  is  the  general  meeting  which  has 
been  called  to  confirm  or  reject  the  proposed  by-law 
"  enabling  certain  holders  of  the  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
Certificates  who  satisfy  the  Council  that  they  are  per- 
sons of  sufficient  skill  and  knowledge  to  be  so  registered, 
to  be  registered  as  chemists  and  druggists  without  ex- 
amination." This  is  the  official  way  of  announcing  the 
most  shameful  proposal  ever  placed  before  the  members 
of  the.  Society  by  the  Council  which  is  supposed  to  guide 
them.  The  Council  propose  to  be  "  satisfied "  with 
evidence  of  "skill  and  knowledge"  which  is  -wholly 
insufficient  for  those  who  propose  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  chemists  and  druggists'.  The  activity  of  the 
By-law  Protest  Committee  has  caused  consternation  at 
Bloomsbury  Square,  and  a  hastily-produced  circular  has 
been  sent  to  all  the  members,  in  which  the  following 
occurs  : — 

It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Council  that  an 
organised  attempt  is  being-  made  to  pledge  members  to 
attend  that  meeting,  and  in  any  event  to  defeat  the  by-law. 
The  Council  consider  that  the  issue  will  be  so  great  and 
fraught  with  such  importance  for  the  future  of  pharmacy 
that  the  members  of  the  Society  should  not  let  the  matter 
be  decided  by  a  small  meeting  consisting  of  those  who,  pre- 
viously to  attending  the  meeting,  have  been  pledged  to  a 
definite  course  of  action. 

Apparently  the  official  view  is  that  it  is  wrong  to  use 
all  legitimate  efforts  to  defeat  such  an  unjust  by-law  as 
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that  -which  the  Council  wish  the  members  to  confirm, 
and,  according  to  the  circular,  members  ought  not  to 
make  up  their  minds  before  going  to  the  meeting.  It 
is  proposed  to  hold  a  private  meeting  before  the  statutory 
meeting,  with  the  hope  that  by  eloquent  appeals  on  senti- 
mental grounds  members  may  be  induced  to  vote  for 
the  confirmation  of  the  by-law.  To  our  mind,  such  a 
proceeding  is  unworthy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
which  has  no  right  to  employ  arguments  which  :t 
is  ashamed  to  use  in  public.  Arguments  are  only  made 
in  secret  because  if  known  publicly  they  would  be  re- 
futed. The  statutory  general  meeting  is  to  be  held 
at  3.30  p.m.,  and  members  should  be  there  at  least  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  beforehand.  Members  must  defeat 
the  by-law  at  all  costs  or  irreparable  damage  will  be  done 
to  pharmacy.  Those  who  want  further  arguments  to 
enable  them  to  make  up  their  minds  to  vote  against  the 
confirmation  of  this  unjust  by-law  should  send  a  stamped 
addressed  envelope  to  Mr.  Hugo  Wolff,  21  Hart  Grove, 
Ealing  Common,  London,  W.  5,  for  a  copy  of  "  '  Square' 
Topics,"  which  has  just  been  published.  Mr.  Wolff 
voted  for  the  first  reading  of  the  by-law,  but,  owing 
to  the  very  unsatisfactory  explanations  which  he  re- 
ceived to  his  inquiries  on  doubtful  points,  he  is  now 
an  uncompromising  opponent.     He  states  : — 

Nothing  worse  can  happen  for  pharmacy  as  a  profession 
than  that  our  qualification  should  be  diluted  by  registering 
ias  chemists  and  druggists  persons  who  have  satisfied  no 
adequate  test  of  their  ability  and  skill.  If  we  resist  the 
present  proposal  to  admit  them  to  the  Register  the  Privy 
Council  can  only  get  them  in  by  force,  and  that  force  must 
be  exacted  through  the  House  of  Commons,  where  we  can 
put  up  a  clean  and  straight  fight,  and  show  that  the  qualifi- 
cation of  apothecaries'  assistants  is  in  no  degree  comparable 
to  ours.  If  the  House  of  Commons  let  us  down  we  can 
fight  further  in  the  House  of  Lords;  and,  if  beaten  in  the 
end,  wo  shall  then  be  no  worse  off  than  if  we  now  submit 
to  the  dictation  of  that  autocratic,  anachronism,  tho  Privy 
Council,  while  we  shall  have  the  supreme  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  we  only  yielded  to  superior  force,  exerted 
without  due  regard  for  the  safety  of  the  public. 

Members  should  also  read  the  letters  which  we  publish 
in  our  correspondence  column,  bearing  in  mind  that  once 
the  principle  of  admitting  unqualified  persons  to  the 
Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  is  conceded  the  whole 
value  of  the  qualification  is  gone — it  will  never  be  re- 
covered, and  must  inevitably  lead  to  the  admission  to  the 
Register  of  further  groups  of  unexamined  persons.  These 
may  not  be  few  in  number,  as  there  are  thousands  of 
"military  dispensers"  and  drug-store  proprietors  ready 
to  push  their  claims  so  soon  as  the  door  is  opened  a 
little  way.  v 


Recontrolled  Oils  and  Fats. 

Owing  to  the  excessive  rise  in  the  price  of  certain  oils 
and  fats  and  in  order  to  limit  speculative  sales  and  pur- 
chases of  raw  materials,  the  Food  Controller  has  made  an 
Order  restricting  dealings  in  certain  scheduled  seeds,  oils, 
and  fats  to  persons  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  The 
Order  will  come  into  operation  on  June  23.  The  articles 
at  present  scheduled  arc  :  Copra,  cottonseed,  ground  nuts, 
palm  kernels,  cocoanut  oil,  cottonseed  oil,  ground-nut  oil, 
nalm-kernel  oil,  soya  oil,  premier  jus,  oleo  oil,  neutral  lard, 
linseed  oil.  and  linseed.  Applications  for  licences  should  be 
made  to  the  Director  of  Oils  and  Fats.  New  County  Hall, 
Lambeth,  &>.E.  1,  who  has  already  circulated  an  explanatory 
memorandum  to  the  trades  concerned. 

The  above  Order  was  not  unexpected.  It  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  advantage  had  been  taken  by  dealers  and  specu- 
lators to  indulge  in  a  gamble  in  vegetable  oils  and  kindred 
substances,  many  of  which  showed  a  serious  scarcity, 
the  result  being  that  the  sorely  tried  legitimate  trade 
buyers  were  driven  off  the  market.  When  the  authorities 
made  up  their  minds,  somewhat  prematurely,  to  free  the 
markets  entirely  from  all  restrictions,  a  note  of  warning 
was  already  sounded  by  the  Crushers'  Advisory  Com- 
mittee that  such  a  procedure  would  induce  outside  specula- 
tors to  manoeuvre  prices  for  their  own  benefit,  regardless 
of  trade  requirements  of  an  urgent  character.  In  the 
light  of  such  warning  from  the  direct  representatives  of 


the  industry,  it  seems  a  great  pity  that  the  action  taken 
was  so  unduly  deferred  until  prices  reached  a  formid- 
able level,  and   thus   added   difficulties  to  an  already 
strained    situation.      Of    course    this     action,  though 
coming  after    the  mischief  has    been   done,   is  never- 
theless   welcome    to    home    manufacturers,    who  have 
had  to  contend  with  almost  insuperable  obstacles  in  secur- 
ing small  lots  of  oils  at  extremely  high  prices  for  spot 
delivery,  particularly  linseed-oil  and  cotton-oil.  Foresee- 
ing this,  the  wily  speculator  naturally  saw  his  chance  of 
snatching  a  substantial  profit,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
steps  will  shortly  be  taken  to  liberate  quantities  that 
may  have  been  taken  up>  by  speculators.    A  free  open 
market  could    have  been  sanctioned  by  the  authorities 
on  the  condition  that  legitimate  business  be  carried  on, 
wmle  limiting  trading  to  spot-delivery  and  dealings  for  a 
month  or  Do  ahead,  m  order  to  facilitate  manufacturers 
covering    themselves   as  far  as    possible    against  their 
current  contracts  or  prospective  requirements.    The  entire 
elimination  of  the  speculative  facilities  that  were  thought- 
lessly afforded  to  outsiders  should  eventually  have  the 
effect  of  bringing  about  a  more  sober  level  'of  values, 
although  it  is  fully  recognised  that  during  the  present 
continuous  scarcity  the  market  cannot  be  rectified  to  any 
great  extent  yet  awhile.    Had  an  official  maximum  price 
been  fixed  several  weeks  ago,  when  the  position  already 
threatened  to  become  desperate,  the  predicament  in  which 
consumers  now  find  themselves  would  not  be  anything 
like  what  it  now  is ;    while  it  is  obvious  that  adequate 
relief  is   chiefly  dependent  on  increased  operations  by 
crushers  'or  more  liberal  arrivals  of  seed  taking  place. 
The  outlook  in  the  latter  respect  is  not  as  yet  promising, 
as  the  receipts  threaten  to  continue  rather  small,  both 
from  India  and  the  River  Plate,  in  the  case  of  linseed. 
Conditions  in  shipping  have  undoubtedly  become  more 
stringent.    Until  matters  can  be  sufficiently  restored  to 
permit  of  urgent  trade  needs  to  be  dealt  with  on  a  more 
adequate  scale,  the  policy  of  resorting  to  a   system  of 
trade  licences,  and  to  guard  against  business  being  trans- 
acted except  through  recognised  dealers,  would  seem  to 
be  well  advised.    A  glance  at  our  Board  of  Trade  Returns 
for  last  month  reveals  the  fact  that  the  total  exports  of 
seed-oils  were  no  less  than  12,902  tons,  compared  with 
practically  nil  in  the  same  month  last  year,  making  an 
aggregate  of  close  on  20,0C0  tons  for  the  five  months 
(January-May),  more  than    half  of  which  represented 
linseed  oil.    It  seems  curious  why  the  authorities  did 
not  place  an  embargo  or  temporary  restriction  on  such  a 
continuous  drain,  more  especially  to  countries  adjacent 
to  Germany,  until  home  needs  were  more  adequately  pro- 
tected.   This  export-business  early  in  the  spring  aroused 
a  good  deal  of  criticism  in  trade  circles  incidental  to  the 
sales  of  stocks  that  were  under  control,  for  which  the 
price  of  751.  a  ton  was  secured,  while  the  home  maxi- 
mum price  was  reduced  to  58/.    It  is  true  that  licences 
were  then  issued  only    against    approved  destinations. 
Evidently  the  authorities  placed  recently  too  much  re- 
liance on  the  receipt  of  more  regular  shipments  of  seed, 
but  the  fact  remains  that  the  crushers'  output  for  the 
present  cannot  be  sufficiently  enlarged  to  lead  to  a  freer 
supply  of  oil-products  at  a  time  when  the  demand  is 
becoming  imperative,  so  that  there  is    no    reason  why 
home  needs  should  not  be  first  seen  to  ere  Continental 
demands  are  considered.    The  linseed  market    is  very 
firm,  and,  although  Argentina  is  credited  with  retaining  a 
surplus  of  200,000  tons,  part  of  which  will  doubtless  go 
to  the  United  States,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  Indian 
yield  this  season  will  fall  seriously  short  of  the  normal. 


Materia  Medica  in  Figures. 

An  excellent  index  of  the  popularity,  or  otherwise,  of 
the  various  therapeutic  agents  employed  in  medicine  is 
afforded  by  a  contribution  by  L.  Grimbert  to  the  "  Journal 
de  Pharmacie  et  de  Chimie."  in  which  he  records  the 
fluctuations  which  have  taken  place  in  the  use  of  the 
principal  remedial  agents  during  the  ten  years  from  1907 
to  1917.  His  figures  are  based  on  documents  provided 
by  the  central  pharmacy  for  the  supply  of  the  Paris 
hospitals.     Incidentally  they  afford  an  insight  into  the 
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present  position  of  materia  medica  in  French  medicine, 
as  in  these  hospitals  the  French  doctors  gain  their  prac- 
tical experience.  It  would  be  interesting  to  contrast  these 
results  with  similar  statistics  from  British  institutions, 
in  order  to  compare  the  relative  position  of  materia  medica 
in  both  countries,  but  the  figures  are  not  available.  The 
use  of  the  "  classical  "  preparations,  such  as  powdered 
rhubarb,  senna  leaves,  magnesium  sulphate,  sodium  sul- 
phate, sodium  bicarbonate,  calcined  magnesia,  bismuth 
subnitrate,  sodium  salicylate,  silver  nitrate,  kermes 
mineral,  and  antimony  oxide,  shows  no  variation  during 
the  past  twenty  years.  Then  follows  a  group  of  remedies 
the  use  of  which  was  constant  for  a  long  time,  but  has 
steadily  decreased  during  the  past  *  years.  Opium  is 
case  in  point.  From  1860  to  1900  double  the  quantity  was 
used  annually  compared  \Vith  the  average  during  the  ten 
years  under  review  (100  k.  per  annum).  Cinchona  wine 
shows  a  decrease  from  27,000  litres  in  1900  to  4,000  litres ; 
spirit  of  camphor  from  57,000  litres  in  1900  to  20,000  in 
1906 — a  figure  which  has  since  remained  unchanged.  The 
use  of  potassium  iodide  fell  from  1,200  k.  in  1896  to  350  k. 
in  1916.  Other  preparations,  the  use  of  which  has  fallen 
to  half  the  former  figures,  include  :  Potassium  bromide, 
potassium  chlorate,  citric  acid,  glycerin,  mercurial  oint- 
ment, cod-liver  oil,  lead  plaster,  and  cinchona  extract. 
Among  the  preparations  the  use  of  which  exhibits  an 
upward  tendency  are  sodium  benzoate  and  calcium  phos- 
phate, from  120  to  470,  and  140  to  500  k.  respectively 
since  1900.  Iodo-tannic  syrup  shows  an  increase  from 
6,500  k.  in  1900  to  28,000  k.  in  1916.  With  regard  to  the 
alkaloids,  we  notice  that  during  the  past  twenty  years 
the  annual  consumption  of  the  hospitals  amounts  to  20  k. 
of  morphine  hydrochloride,  and  10  k.  of  cocaine  hydro- 
chloride. Quinine  sulphate  fell  from  80  k.  in  1896  to 
45  k.,  the  figure  at  which  it  stood  forty  years  ago.  Caf- 
feine has  dropped  from  40  k.  in  1896  to  15  k.  On  the 
other  hand  theobromine  shows  a  constant  increase  in 
favour,  rising  from  28  k.  in  1896  to  112  k.  in  1906, 
and  to  175  k.  in  1914.  Codeine,  too,  has  slowly  risen 
during  the  past  ten  years,  from  30  to  40  k.  Stovaine, 
introduced  in  1904,  figures  with  an  annual  average  of  1  k., 
while  novocain,  first  employed  in  1908 — a  purchase  of 
45  grams — has  remained  at  3  k.  since  1912.  The  use  of 
.ether  has  increased  from  700  k.  in  1907  to  1,900  k.  in 
1914,  while  the  quantity  of  chloroform  shows  practically 
no  variation.  Among  the  antipyretics,  pyramidon  remains 
■fairly  constant  (70  k.),  while  antipyrin  has  steadily 
decreased,  from  250  to  140  k.,  and  the  use  of  aspirin  has 
increased  from  140  to  415  k.  Of  the  well-known  antisep- 
tics, corrosive  sublimate,  'boric  acid,  potassium  perman- 
ganate, phenol,  mercuric  iodide,  salol,  and  iodoform  all 
show  a  remarkable  decline  in  use,  while  formaldehyde  has 
increased  from  2,000  to  15,000  k.,  which  is  explained  by 
its  use  for.  disinfecting  bedding  and  clothing.  The  vogue 
of  hydrogen  peroxide  solution  is  passing,  from  an  annual 
consumption  of  102,000  litres  in  1906  it  increased  to 
143,000  litres  in  1909,  to  fall  gradually  to  112,000  litres 
in  1914.  Afhong  the  newer  remedies,  the  use  of  which 
has  steadily,  gained  in  favour,  may  be  cited  urotropm, 
veronal,  collargol,  and  protargol ;  while  sulphonal  and 
trional  have  shown  a  steady  decrease.  Salvarsan  was 
first  employed  in  the  hospitals  in  1911,  in  which  year 
9,876  doses  were  delivered,  increasing  to  12,259  doses  in 
1913.  In  1912  neosalvarsan  made  its  appearance,  and 
soon  supplanted  salvarsan,  the  consumption  rising  from 
8  432  doses  in  1912  to  129,130  doses  in  1918.  The  amount 
of  rum  rose  to  66,200  litres  in  1900,  fell  to  27,400  litre, 
in  1906,  then  increased  gradually  to  42,000  litres  in  1912, 
again  to  drop  steadily  to  only  11,000  litres  in  1916.  In 
1913  5,600  k.  of  tea  was  purchased,  and  26,000  k.  of 
glycyrrhiza  root. 

The  Deptford  Case. 

We  continue  to  receive  newspaper  cuttings  referring  to  the 
Deptford  doctor's  and  coroner's  mis-statements  regarding  j 
the  conditions  of  the  supply  of  medicine  by  chemists  to 
panel  patients.  The  newspaper  comments  are  mostly 
made  by  people  who  take  the  reports  of  the  case  as  being 
statements  of  fact  and  hence  valueless.  Nevertheless, 
much  harm  is  done  to  chemists  in  general  by  such  com-  ■ 


ments.  Mr.  Tocher's  letter  {€.  &  D.,  June  21,  p.  47)  is 
the  answer  which  chemists  should  make  to  the  doctor's  and 
coroner's  charges.  Some  chemists  have  answered  the  alle- 
gations by  means  of  letters  to  the  papers,  but  unfortu- 
nately the  harm  is  already  done. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Messrs.  Horace  Finnemore  (7  C'owper  Street,  Finsbury, 
London,  E.C.  2)  and  Eeginald  E.  Bennett  (22-30  Graham 
Street,  City  Road,  London,  N.  1),  joint  honorary  secre- 
taries of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  ask  that 
members  who  propose  making  scientific  communications 
to  the  Conference  will  send  the  titles  of  their  papers  by- 
July  1,  and  their  MSS.  in  triplicate,  if  possible,  at  least 
fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting.  Mr.  W. 
Kirkby,  M.Sc,  will  deliver  the  Presidential  address  in 
the  lecture  theatre  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on 
July  22,  at  10  a.m.,  after  which  the  science  papers  will 
be  discussed,  the  afternoon  being  devoted  to  the  Practice 
Section.  On  the  Wednesday  also  the  science  papers  will 
be  read  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  the  meetings 
of  the  Practice  Section  will  take  place.  Applications  for 
tickets  for  the  social  functions  should  be  made  not  later 
than  July  1. 

Patent-medicine  Law  in  Canada. 

The  Bill  to  amend  the  Proprietary  or  Patent  Medicine 
Act,  which  we  referred  to  last  week  (p.  62)  as  before 
the  Canadian  Senate,  emerged  from  that  House  with 
several  alterations.  Section  3,  which  we  quoted,  was 
amended  so  that  all  that  is  necessary  is  for  the  manu- 
facturer or  his  agent,  at  the  time  of  applying  for  registra- 
tion, to  make  declaration  under  oath  to  the  amount  of 
alcohol  over  2£  per  cent,  in,  any  preparation,  or  the. 
amount  of  any  of  the  drugs  mentioned  in  the  schedule. 
The  disclosure  of  formulas  was  not  required.  The  Bill 
as  amended  came  before  the  House  again  on  May  16, 
and  met  with  considerable  opposition  from  Government 
officials  who  are  medical  men.  In  the  circumstances  the 
Bill  was  withdrawn  and  a  Committee  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  whole  subject.  It  is  astonishing  that  in  this, 
as  in  other  instances,  the  medical  "  stunt  "  in  requiring 
formula  disclosure  is  not  detected  sooner  by  the  non- 
medical members  of  Parliament.  The  object  of  the  doctors 
is  to  make  it  difficult  for  the  public  to  obtain  packed 
medicines,  and  so  compel  people  to  pay  fees  to  medical 
practitioners. 

German  Competition. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  we  print  part  of  a  report  on 
the  German  chemical  factories  which  was  made  by 
American  delegates  with  the  Inter- Allied  Commission. 
The  Commission  was  required  to  report  on  the  facilities 
which  exist  at  the  various  factories  for  the  manufacture 
of  poison-gas  in  warfare,  and  it  will  probably  be  neces- 
sary during  the  whole  of  the  period  of  the  occupation 
of  Germany  by  the  Allies  for  representatives  of  the 
Allies  to  be  present  at  the  factories  so  as  to  control  the 
German  propensity  for  using  this  chemical  plant  for  the 
manufacture  of  forbidden  munitions  of  war.  Jtt  will  be 
noticed  that  Major  Still  states  that  the  Badische  Anilin 
und  Soda  Fabrik  has  a  large  stock  of  dyes  ready  for 
flooding  the  market  so  soon  as  the  Peace  Treaty  is  opera- 
tive. France  and  the  United  Kingdom  have  taken  steps 
to  control  the  entry  of  German  dyes  by  a  system  of 
licensing,  but  this  will  not  prevent  the  importation  of 
the  by-products,  which  are  not  dyes  and  are  used  in 
medicine.  It  will  be  news  to  many  that  the  plant  is  in 
such  good  condition,  notwithstanding  the  severe  destruc- 
tion caused  by  the  Independent  Air  Force.  Many  new 
plants  have  beeii  built  for  explosives  and  poison-gas  and 
existing  ones  enlarged,  all  these  being  designed  and 
built  with  the  idea  that  they  could  be  readily  modified 
to  meefT  peace-time  requirements.  Major  Pope,  who  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Commission,  warns  American  manu- 
facturers of  the  determination  of  Germany  to  get  hack- 
lier lost  chemical  business,  for  which  purpose  the  neces- 
sary plant  and  staff  exist.  He  Urges  the  people  of  the- 
United  States  to  give  the  home  industry  every  oppor- 
tunity to  develop,  and  so  not  only  to  prevent  the  supre- 
macy of  Germany  in  fine  chemicals,  but  to  have  ready  at 
hand  an  efficient  defence  against  aggression. 
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An  Open  Letter  to  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 


Your  recommendation  to  the  members  of  a  by-law  that 
violates  the  first  principles  of  pharmacy  legislation,  opens 
up  the  question  of  whether-  you  realise  fully  the  folly 
of  admitting  unqualified  persons  to  the  Register  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Do  you  not  see  that  by  opening  the  sluice-gate  a  little 
way  to  admit  apothecaries'  assistants,  you  are  inviting 
the  flood  of  "  military  dispensers  "  and  drug-store  pro- 
prietors to  force  you  to  admit  them  also  to  the  Register 
\\  ithout  examination  ? 

You  propose  to  be  "satisfied"  as  to  the  "skill  and 
knowledge  "  of  these  apothecaries'  assistants  without 
requiring  evidence  that  they  are  competent  to  conduct 
the  "business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,"  particularly 
in  regard  to  the  storage  and  sale  of  poisons.  Is  this 
how  you  carry  out  your  trust  to  chemists  and  to  the 
public  ? 

Do  you  realise  the  inconsistency  of  admitting  unex- 
amined persons  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists 
and  at  the  same  time  preparing  regulations  making  the 
examinations  moie  difficult  for  candidates  who  seek  ad- 
mission by  straightforward  methods  ? 

Can  you  imagine  the  General  Medical  Council  consider- 
ing a  suggestion  to  admit  certain  chemists  to  the  Medical 
Register  on  the  ground  that  they  have  for  some  years 
carried  on  counter  prescribing  ?  You  would  probably 
think  the  person  who  made  such  a  suggestion  had  taken 
leave  of  his  senses.  Yet  your  proposal  to  place  apothe- 
caries' assistants  on  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists 
at  fourteen  guineas  apiece  is  just  as  monstrous. 

You  have  sacrificed  your  right  to  initiate  by-laws  by 
accepting  a  by-law  "  arranged  "  at  private  meetings  pre- 
sided over  by  a  representative  of  the  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries. You  are  going  through  the  farce  of  reading  this 
by-law  three  times,  knowing  that  it  does  not  represent 
the  views  of  your  constituents,  and  that  it  has  already 
been  approved  by  the  Privy  Council. 

The  members  did  not  send  you  to  Bioomsbury  Square 
to  act  as  lackeys  to  the  Privy  Council  officials.  You  were 
sent  there  to  .use  your  own  initiative  and  expert  know- 
ledge in  pharmaceutical  matters  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  and  of  registered  chemists. 

You  calculate  that  by  "  packing  "  the  special  general 
meeting  of  members  you  will  be  able  to  vote  down  the 
indignation  of  the  trade,  and  by  appealing  to  "  loyalty  " 
and  false  sentiment  to  carry  your  unjust  by-law. 

Further,  you  hope  to  get  members  to  confirm  the  by- 
law by  bringing  in  a  mumbo-jumbo  of  secrecy  and  mystery, 
when  straightforward  statements  in  public  are  all  that 
arc  needed  in  a  just  cause. 

Have  you  not  lost  touch  with  the  opinion  of  the  trade 
you  are  supposed  to  represent  ?  It  is  true  you  have  been 
"carrying  on  "  during  the  war,  but  that  consisted  mainly 
in  putt'.ng  off  the  consideration  of  the  many  reconstruc- 
tion problems  until  you  were  forced  to  do  so  by  outside 
influences. 

Ask  yourselves  if  you  are  true  to  the  members  who 
placed  you  in  your  present  position,  and  to  whom  you 
have  given  no  opportunity  of  expressing  their  opinion  on 
this  matter. 

Do  you  want  to  go  down  to  posterity  as  the  Council 
■which  was  false  to  its  trust  and  betrayed  those  interests 
it  was  supposed  to  protect  ? 


Do  not  be  afraid  at  the  eleventh  hour  of  confessing 
that  you  have  not  considered  fully  the  arguments  against 
this  unjust  proposal,  and  remember  that  if  the  by-law  in 
its  present  state  is  confirmed  through  your  action,  you 
will  have  done  an  injury  to  British  pharmacy  which 
can  never  be  repaired. 


Organising  the  Drug-trade. 


Drug  Union  for  Southampton. 

At  a  meeting  of  retail  and  wholesale  chemists'  assistants 
held  in  Southampton  on  June  23,  after  addresses  by  Mr. 
Fred  Hawkins  (Organising  Secretary  of  the  Amalgamated 
Society  of  Pharmacists,  Drug  and  Chemical  Workers)  and 
Mr.  Last  (National  Association  of  Chemists'  Assistants), 
it  was  decided,  by  a  large  majority,  to  form  a  local 
branch  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Pharmacists,  Drug 
and  Chemical  Workers. 

London  Drug  Union  Meeting. 

A  meeting  of  managers  and  qualified  assistants  was  held, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Pharma- 
cists, Drug  and  Chemical  Workers,  at  the  Progressive 
Pharmacy  Club  on  June  20, .Mr.  Todd  in  the  chair.  Pro- 
gress was  made  with  regard  to  a  schedule  of  salaries, 
and  various  matters  were  discussed.  Indignation  was 
expressed  at  the  implied  allegation  as  to  the  inadequacy  of 
the  pharmaceutical  service  at  Deptford  (0.  &  D.,  June  21. 
p.  47),  and  protests  were  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  to  the  Drug  Union  Executive. 

N.A.C.A.  Meetings. 

The  first  delegate  Conference  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Chemists'  Assistants  was  held  at  Manchester  on 
June  11.  Delegates  from  branch  associations  were  pre- 
sent, and  the  draft  constitution,  which  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  them,  was  amended  and  adopted.  Reports  from 
all  centres  showed  good  progress.  The  following  officers 
were  appointed ;  President,  G.  S.  T.  Livesey  [Manchester)  ; 
Vice-President,  E.  C.  Last  (London) ;  Treasurer,  J. 
Chambers  (Leeds);  Hon.  Secretary,  D.  N.  Fullerton. 

At  Bolton  Mr.  Livesey  recently  addressed  the  assistants 
engaged  in  the  town  pharmacies,  and  as  a  result  it  was 
decided  to  form  a  local  branch  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Chemists'  Assistants.  The  following  officers  were 
elected  :  President,  Mr.  Hewitt;  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  Hay; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  W.  Butterworth;  Committee,  Miss 
Thompson,  Mr.  Allison,  Mr.  Salisbury,  and  Mr.  G.  Hough, 
Upwards  of  thirty  members  were  enrolled. 

At  a  Bristol  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of 
Chemists'  Assistants,  held  on  June  19,  fifty-three  ladies 
and  gentlemen  joined  the  Association.  The  following 
officers  were  elected  :  Chairman,  Mr.  A.  W.  Wills;  Vice- 
chairman,  Mr.  A.  Reed;  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  E.  Chaplin; 
Secretary,  Mr.  E.  J.  Sharp;  and  a  Committee  of  seven 
ladies  and  gentlemen.  Pharmacists'  assistants  who  are 
desirous  of  joining  are  requested  to  inform  the  Secretary. 

Halifax  employes  held  a  meeting  on  June  23  to  pro- 
mote, if  possible,  the  formation  of  an  organisation  for 
the  assistants  and  apprentices  in  the  district.  Mr.  G.  6.  T. 
Livesey,  President  of  the  National  Association  of 
Chemists'  Assistants,  addressed  the  meeting.  _  It  was 
decided  to  form  a  chemists'  assistants'  organisation,  with 
the  following  officers:  Chairman,  Mr.  Armitage ;  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  H.  Boardall;  Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  Orr ;  Com- 
mittee, Miss  Sucksmith,  Messrs.  E.  Swire,  I.  Smith,  J. 
Bottomley,  and  F.  Thorpe.  It  was  thought  advisable  to 
have  a  further  meeting,  and  to  give  careful  consideration 
to  the  claims  of  the  National  Association  of  Chemists 
Assistants,  as  set  forward  by  Mr.  Livesey,  before  making 
a  definite  decision.

THE  CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST 


Association  Affairs. 

CD.A,  -  In  the  revised  rules  of  the  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association,  which  will  be  submitted  to  members 
at  the  annual  meeting  on  July  10,  several  important  altera- 
tions are  shown.  Previously  only  errors  resulting  in 
bodily  injury  to  human  beings  were  indemnified  against, 
but  the  following  clauses  have  been  added,  thie  rule 
regarding  injury  to  human  beings  standing  as  before  : — 

Indemnity  in  Veterinary  Transactions. 
To  indemnity  against  liability  for  compensation  for  the 
death  of,  or  injury  to,  horses,  cattle,  donkeys,  mules, 
sheep,  pigs,  goats,  dogs,  cats,  and  other  domestic  animals 
and  domestic  birds  (i.e.,  fowls,  ducks,  and  the  like)  be- 
longing to  a  customer  of  the  member,  caused  by  an  error 
committed  by  the  member  or  any  person  in  his  employ- 
ment in  dispensing  any  medicine  or  selling  (by  retail 
but  not  by  wholesale)  any  article  usually  sold  by  chemists 
in  any  snop  for  which  a  subscription  current  at  the  time 
of  such  dispensing  or  sale  has  been  paid. 

Indemnity  in  Some  Other  Transactions. 
To  indemnity  against  liability  for  compensation  for 
damage  to,  or  destruction  of,  clothing,  umbrellas,  hand- 
bags, baskets,  and  the  contents  of  handbags  and  baskets 
•carried  by  customers,  photographic  materials,  storage  bat- 
teries, domestic  supplies  of  food,  belonging  to  a  customer 
of  the  member  caused  by  an  error  committed  by  the 
member  or  any  person  in  his  employment  in  dispensing 
any  medicine  or  selling  (by  retail  but  not  by  wholesale) 
any  article  usually  sold  by  chemists  in  any  shop  for  which 
a  subscription. '-.current  at  the  time,  of  such  dispensing 
or  sale  has  been  paid. 

Indemnity  in  Optical  Sales  and  Work. 
To  indemnity  against  liability  for  compensation  for 
bodily  injury  caused  to  any  person  not  in  the  member's 
employment  by  an  error  committed  by  the  member  or 
any  person  in  his  employment  in  testing  the  sight  of  a 
customer  or  in  selling  (by  retail  but  not  by  wholesale) 
spectacles  or  eye  glasses  in  any  shop  for  which  a  sub- 
scription current  at  the  time  of  such  testing  or  sale  has 
been  paid. 

Debt  Defence. 
To  legal  defence  when  summoned  for  a  debt  alleged 
to  be  owing  by  the  member  in.  connection  with  his  busi- 
ness as  a  retail  pharmacist  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's officers  and  solicitors  the  alleged  debt  is  ■not 
due  and  a  defence  would  be  in  the  general  interest  of  the 
members  of  the  Association. 

.  Assistance  in  Claims  for  Breach  of  Contract. 
To  assistance  in  taking  legal  proceedings  for  breach  of 
contract  in  relation  to  goods  sold  to  members  for  dispens- 
ing or  sale  in  the  business  of  a  retail  pharmacist  if  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Association's  officers  and  solicitors  the 
claim  is  likely  to  succeed,  and  if  pursuance  of  the  claim 
would  be  in  the  general  interest  of  the  members  of  the 
Association. 

Assistance  in  Claims  against  Carriers. 
To  assistance  in  taking  legal  proceedings  against  a 
carrier  for  damage  to,  or  loss  or  destruction  of,  goods 
belonging,  or  consigned  to  or  by  a  member  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Association's  officers  and  solicitors,  the 
claim  is  likely  to  succeed,  and  if  pursuance  of  the  claim 
would  be  in  the  general  interest  of  the  members  of  the 
Association. 

The  annual  subscription  rate  for  liability  in  case 
of  error  and  for  legal  defence  has  been  raised 
to  3  per  cent,  per  shop  per  200?.,  and  3?.  per  shop  per 
500?.  (Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  members 
half-fees.) 

Eastbourne. — At  a  special  meeting,  on  June  17,  of  the 
Eastbourne  Pharmacists'  Association,  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  considering  the  proposed  by-law,  a  number  of 
members  promised  to  attend  the  forthcoming  special 
meeting,  with  the  intention  of  voting  against  the  by-law. 


Hampshire. — The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Hampshire 
Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  June  18,  the  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  E.  H.  Smith)  in  the  chair.    Mr.  Wride,  one 

of  the  delegates  to  the  Local  Associations  Conference,  gave 
a  report  of  the  London  meeting,  and,  with  regard ..  to 
the  need  for  the  federation  of  local  associations, 
thought  that  something  more  might  be  done  in  Hampshire. 
The  resolutions  relating  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  Bill 
and  Venereal  Disease  Act  were  also  touched  upon. 
Turning  to  National  Health  Insurance  matters,  he  pointed 
out  the  importance  of  the  resolution  relating  to  discon- 
tinuance of  service,  and  made  a  few  appropriate  remarks 
on  the  resolutions  relating  to  rural  areas  and  repeat  mix- 
tures. After  a  discussion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed 
to  the  delegates  (Messrs.  Upson  and  Wride).  It  was 
decided  not  to  nominate  a  candidate  for  the  Local  Asso- 
ciations Executive  Committee  from  the  County  Associa- 
tion, but  to  give  support  to  the  noniinee  of  the  Southamp- 
ton (Borough)  Association.  A  discussion  followed  on 
organisation  for  assistants.  Two  representatives  of  assist- 
ants were  present  (Mr.  Lewis,  Allen  &  Lloyd,  Aldershot. 
and  Mr.  Doughty,  Bitterne).  The  meeting  decided  that, 
it  would  be  impossible  to  form  immediately  an  assistants' 
association  for  the  county,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
getting  men  together.  It  was,  however,,  recommended 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  every  employer  pharmacist  in 
the  area,  requesting  him  to  see  that  his  assistants  joined 
one  of  the  existing  organisations.  Mr.  Lewis  favoured  « 
union  of  chemists'  employes  only,  while  Mr.  Doughty 
put  forward  the  advantages  of  the  larger  Shop  Assistants' 
Union.  A,  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Messrs. 
Doughty  and  Lewis  for  attending.  It  was  resolved  to 
form  an  employers'  section  of  the  Association,  the  officers 
of  the  section  to  be  the  officers  of  the  Association  ■  and  the 
executive,  the  employer  members  of  the  Association  Com- 
mittee. The  following  new  members  were  elected  :  Messrs. 
Allen  (Petersfield),  Doughty  (Bitterne),  Rule  (Botley). 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  the  Chairman  presented 
Mr.  C.  H.  Baker  with  a  cheque  from  the  members  for 
his  valuable  services  during  the  difficult  times  of  the 
Military  Service  Act.  Later,  a  clock,  suitably  inscribed, 
will  also  be  presented  to  him. 

P.A.T.A. — The  annual  report  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association,  which  is  to  be  presented  at 
the  annual  meeting  on  July  10,  states  that,  notwithstand- 
ing the  increase  in  the  subscriptions,  the  progress  of  the 
Association  has  been  well  sustained.  During  the  year 
under  review  the  number  of  changes  in  prices  has  been 
greater  than  ever,  and'  the  Council  and  Executive  have 
had  an  exceptionally  busy  time  dealing  with  them.  The 
profits  are  in  many  instances  better  than  they  were  before. 
The  increase  during  the  year  in  the  membership  'of  the 
Manufacturers'  Section  was  four,  in  the  Wholesalers' 
Section  five,  and  in  the  Retailers'  Section  upwards  of  400, 
the  largest  increase  in  any  one  year  for  over  a  decade. 
The  ownership  and  copyright  of  the  "  Anti-Cutting 
Record  "  have  now  been  taken  over  by  the  P.A.T.A.  The 
Elliman  controversy,  up  to  the  time  of  issuing  the  report, 
remained  unsettled.  The  work  of  the  Propaganda  Com- 
mittee appeared  to  be  appreciated  by  pharmacists.  Un- 
availing efforts  have  been  made  to  induce  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise  to  agree  to  a  modification  of  the 
existing  stamp-duties.  Further  attempts  are  in  progress. 
The  financial  statement  shows  that  the  amount  received  in 
subscriptions  was  3,640?.  3s.  6d.,  and  the  interest  on 
investments  and  deposits  was  387?.  3s.  2d.  War  stock 
during  the  year  was  purchased  to  the  value  of  400?.,  and 
on  December  31  there  was  a  balance  of  970?.  13s.  5d.

Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

ENGLAND. 

Blackburn. — Statistics  placed  before  the  Insurance 
Committee  show  that  for  last  quarter  43,830  prescriptions 
were  issued  to  insured  persons  at  ~  "a  total  cost  of 
1,447?.  5s.  2d.,  the  average  cost  per  prescription  being 
.7:92* 

Hampshire  A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 

was  held' on  June  18,  Mr.  Smith  (Gosport)  presiding. 
The  Central  Checking  Bureau  reports  for  the  months  of 
September-December  1918  were  approved.  The  finan- 
cial statement  for  1918  showed  an  income  of  64/.  18s.  Id. 
and  an  expenditure,  of  732.  2s.  2d,,  leaving  a  balance  in 
hand  of  54/.  19?.  llrf.  The  number  of  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed during  1918  was  159.884  and  the  amount  paid 
to  chemists  5,811/.  5s.  2d.,  as  against  157,657  and 
4,352/.  5s.  9d.  in  1917.  Attention  was  drawn  to  a  report 
published  on  June  17,  in  the  "Daily  Telegraph"  and 
other  papers,  relating  to  an  inquest  at  Deptford,  and  it 
was  deckled  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  the  statement  made  by  the  doctor. 

Kent. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  held 
on  June  18,  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported 
that,  in  view  of  certain  complaints  regarding  the  supply 
of  medicines  at  Bexley  and  Crayford,  a  Special  Committee 
has  been  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter.  The  result 
will  be  announced  later.  No  further  complaints  have 
been  received.  Eight  removals  from,,  and  eight  additions 
to,  the  list  of  panel  chemists  were  reported. 

London—. The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  June  26 
to  consider,  amongst  other  business,  the  reports  of  the 
various  Sub-Committees.  The  Finance  Sub-Committee 
recommended  payment  of  accounts  amounting  to 
84,259/.  6s.  9rf.  Amongst  these  were  the  following  to 
chemists:  For  the  medical  year  1918,  5/.  5s.  6d.  ■  1919, 
13,879?.  8s.  6d.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
reported  that,  on  May  31,  2,174  contractors  supplying 
drugs  and  appliances  were  included  on  the  panel.  "  Of 
these  1,328  were  medical  practitioners  in  general  practice, 
98  in  institutions,  688  chemists  in  general  business,  36 
in  institutions,  and  24  other  persons.  Six  additions  to, 
and  six  deletions  from,  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs 
and  appliances  have  been  made.  The  Sanatorium  "Benefit 
Sub-Committee  reported  that' it  is  not  contemplated  that 
there  should  be  any  increase  in  the  contribution  made 
towards  the  cost  of  dispensary  services  during  the  current 
financial  year. 

London  Co.— The  candidates  for  the  election  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  are  Messrs.  B.  Abelson;  G.  B 
Barnard,  G.  Crocker,  J.  W.  Douglas,  J.  T.  Humphrey, 
A:  H.  Jenkin,  J.  Keall.  A.  E.  Keith,  A.  R.  Melhuish' 
J.  Milner,  J.  Murison,  C.  A.  Noble,  W.  E.  D.  Shirtliff, 
H.  Skinner,  P.  Sparks,  J.  A.  Thompson,  W.  B.  Trick, 
A.  J.  Wing,  C.  Yeoman.  Voting  papers  have  been  cent 
out,  and  must  be  returned  to  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  not  later  than  twelve  noon  on  June  20. 

Newport  (Itton.).-In  the  annual  report  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  the  'Secretary  (Mr.  Menhinick)  reviews 
the  work  undertaken  in  connection  -with  the  effects  of  the 
1918  Military  Service  Act.  He  points  out  that  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  was  well  disposed  towards  chemists,  and 
states  that  probably  this  favourable  attitude  was  influ- 
enced, to  some  extent,  by  the  presence  on  the  Insurance 
Sub-Committee  of  an  ex-President  of  the  Association, 
which  shows  the  advantage  of  chemists  taking  their  part  in 
public  life  in  order  to  make  known  the  difficulties  peculiar 
to  a  chemist's  business.  A  proposal  was  made  by  the 
Insurance  Committee  that  a  single  prescription  form 
should  be  adopted  in  the  interests  of  paper  economy,  and 
to  this  the  panel  doctors  had  consented.  But  the  'Secre- 
tary pointed  out  the  serious  disadvantages  such  a  course 
would  impose  on  the  overworked  and  underpaid  chemists, 


with  the  result  that  no  further  action  was  taken  in  the 
matter.  Thanks  were  offered  to  the  officials  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  their  courtesy  and 
help.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  low  attendance 
at  recent  meetings,  and  a  plea  is  urged  that  the 
younger  members  of  the  Association  should  take  an  active 
interest  in  the  working,  both  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee and  the  local  Chemists'  Association.  The  tota/1 
expenses  amount  to  only  about  half  what  the  Committee 
is  entitled  to  spend  for  administrative  purposes,  and  a 
sum  of  10/.  has  been  paid  to  the  Checking  Bureau. 

Portsmouth. — The  annual  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  announces  an  election  for  this  year.  The 
following  statistical  data  are  given  :

Slightly  improved  terms  for  1919  were  obtained  from 
the  Insurance  Commissioners,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  still 
further  improvement  will  be  obtained  for  1920.  The 
checking  of  prescriptions  will  again  be  carried  out  by  the 
Bureau  for  the  year  1919.  Only  one  complaint  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  was  received,  and  this 
was  settled  without  its  coming  before  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee. The  Committee  feels  that  the  final  payments  made 
to  the  chemists  in  respect  of  the  surcharge  of  the  doctors 
for  1914  are  satisfactory  (C.  <t-  EL,  May  31,  p.  64). 
Fifteen  pounds  were  paid  to  the  Checking  Bureau  for 
1918.  The  prompt  manner  in  which  the  accounts  were- 
again  met  by  the  Insurance  Committee  is  eulogised. 

Surrey. — A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
held,  on  June  25,  at  which  the  reports  of  the*  various 
Sub-Committees  were  received.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  announced  that  one  name  had  been  removed 
from,  and  three  added  to,  the  list  of  persons  supplying; 
drugs  and  appliances.  The  Committee  recommends  also 
that  an.  advance  payment  be  made  to  practitioners  at  the 
rate  of  4d.  per  person  for  whom  they  dispense,  as'  shown 
by  their  lists  on  July  1,  in  respect  of  the  quarter  ending 
September  30.  The  administration  expenses  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the  year  1919  is  estimated 
at  260/.,  of  which  checking  expenses  amount  to  55/.  The 
Finance  and  General  Purposes  Sub-Committee  reported 
that  it  has  recommended  appropriate  action  to  be  taken 
to  ensure  that  chemists  who  post  their  scripts  on  the  third 
day  of  the  month  may  not  be  penalised  should  such  scripts 
not  be  received  at  the  offices  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
fourth  day  of  the  month  (C.  &  D.,  May  3,  p.  63).  A 
practitioner  forwarded  to  the  Sub-Committee  a  plaster 
which  had  been  supplied  to  one  of  his  patients  as  a 
belladonna  plaster.  The  doctor  desired  to  know  whether 
the  plaster  was  what  it  was  intended  to  be.  The  Clerk 
was  instructed  to  submit  the  plaster  to  the  county  analyst 
for  analysis  at  a  fee  of  one  guinea.  The  following  is 
taken  from  the  statement  of  accounts  of  the  Medical 
Benefit  Fund  :

Gilmour,  Glass,  and  McMillan. 

It  was  reported  that  the  series  of  meetings  arranged 
for  at  Aberdeen,  Dundee,  Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow  had 
been  held,  and  had  been  addressed  by  Sir  William  S. 
Glyn-Jones.  A  meeting  had  also  been  held  at  Ayr,  which 
had  been  addressed  by  Mr.  Guthrie.  As  a  result  of  the 
meetings  it  was  expected  that  a  joint  conference  of 
representatives  would  be  held  on  an  early  date. 

Annual  General  Meeting. 
The  annual  meeting  of  members  of  the  Society  residing 
in  Scotland  was  then  held,  Mr.  William  Giles  (Chairman 
of  the  Executive)  in  the  chair. 

Chairman's  Statement. 
The  Chairman  said  the  suspension  of  hostilities  in  the 
great  world  war  and  the  near  prospect  of  a  righteous  and 
lasting  peace  have  brought  with  them  many  difficult  and 
perplexing  problems,  of  which  pharmacy  has  its  share. 
The  annual  report  indicates  six  meetings  of  the  Execu- 
tive in  the  year,  but  the  number  is  really  eight,  which 
is  the  largest  number  of  meetings  the  Executive  has  ever 
held  in  any  one  year.  The-  Executive  has  continued  to 
afford  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland)  in  connection  with 
National  Health  Insurance.  Hitherto  the  status  quo 
has  been  continued.  Owing  to  the  near  end  of  the  war, 
as  well  as  to  the  Board  of  Health  Act  (Scotland),  1919,  the 
time  has  arrived  for  promoting  and  safeguarding  the  in- 
terests of  those  engaged  in  pharmaceutical  service  under 
the  N.H.I.  Acts.  The  conditions  will  be  quite  new,  and 
pharmacists  should  see  that  the  remuneration  afforded 
them  and  the  conditions  of  service  are  sufficient  and 
satisfactory.  The  proposal  to  extend  the  Health  Insur- 
ance Acts  to  all  employed  persons  with  an  income  under 
250?.  yearly,  to  women  and  also  to  children  of  insured 
persons,  will,  if  carried  out,  affect  both  panel  and  non- 
panel  chemists  in  a  way  which  will  demand  careful  con- 
sideration and  close  watching.  The  Executive  has  had  to 
deal  with  letters  and  complaints  of  protests  against  the 
issuing  by  the  Local  Government  Board  (Scotland)  of  offen- 
sive leaflets  under  the  Venereal  Disease  Act,  classing  drug- 
gists along  with  quacks  and  herbalists.  The  Executive 
made  a  strong  protest  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  a  reply,  was  received  that  the  terms  of  the  leaflets 
to  which  the  Executive  had  objected  would  be  modified. 
Quite  recently  the  same  offensive  leaflets  have  been  circu- 
lated in  such  an  important  centre  as  Glasgow.  Another 
protest  has  been  sent  reminding"  the  Department  of  their 
promise. 

The  Examinations. 
After  referring  to  the  increase  of  expenditure  from 
causes  which  are  well  understood,  the  Chairman  said  the 
pass-list  of  the  qualifying  examination  shows  an  improved 
percentage,  being  55  as  compared  with  52.5  last  year.  In 
October  there  will  be  an  entirely  new  development,  as  from 
that  date  'candidates  will  be  allowed  to  take  the  examina- 
tion in  two  parts.  The  first  will  be  scientific,  and  the 
second  will  be  technical.  This  division  of  the  examination 
has  long  been  urged  by  the  Executive,  and  is  one  of  the 
many  advances  of  pharmaceutical  policy  in  which  it  has 
taken  a  leading  part.  The  Qualifying  examination  is  to 
be  conducted  as  regards  its  scope  in  keeping  meantime 
with  the  existing  syllabus,  but  in  a  divided  form.  The 
fully  reconstructed  examination,  with  the  relative  regula- 
tions, will  not  come  into  operation  sooner  than  October 
1920,  and  it  is  suggested  that  it  may  be  later.  The 
institution  of  a  recognised  curriculum  of  study  on  wise 
and  reasonable  lines,  which  has  for  years  been  advocated 
by  the  Executive  and  also  by  the  Scottish   Board  of 


Examiners,  will  now  be  brought  into  operation.  There 
will  also  be  need  to  consider  the  whole  question  of 
educational  facilities  in  Scotland  for  pharmaceutical  stu- 
dents and  the  official  recognition  of  adequately  equipped 
technical  institutions.  The  question  of  day  continuation 
classes  under  the  new  Education  (Scotland)  Act  and  the 
institution  of  a  degree  in  pharmacy  in  the  Scottish  Uni- 
versities also  call  for  definite  action.  At  the  date  of  the 
report  there  were  1,086  members  on  the  roll  for  Scot- 
land— that  is  thirty-seven  more  than  last  year,  and  the 
highest  membership  yet  attained.  That  means  a  good 
deal  as  indicating  that  Scottish  pharmacists  have  confi- 
dence in  the  Society  and  are  thoroughly  loyal  to  all  for 
which  the  Society  stands.  It  would  be  a  mistake  to 
suggest  that  they  are  satisfied  with  things  as  they  are. 
On  the  contrary,  just  as  in  England  and  Wales,  the  ending 
of  the  war  and  the  new  ideas  now  prevailing  are  pressing 
for  expression  in  some  genuine  and  thorough-going- 
forward  movement. 

Improving  Organisation. 
On  the  whole,  this  longing  for  pushing  on 
must  be  taken  as  an  entirely  healthy  sign  and 
something-  to  be  welcomed  and  made  use  of  for  the 
benefit  of  the  whole  craft.  No  doubt  improvement  in 
the  machinery  of  the  Society  is  necessary,  but  in  view 
of  existing  differences  of  opinion  it  is  perhaps  wise  not 
to  enter  into  much  detail.  The  whole  situation  regard- 
ing local  autonomy  in  Scotland  and  its  relationship  to 
England  and  Wales  needs  careful  consideration.  When 
Jacob  Bell  came  to  Scotland  he  found  a  Committee  of 
local  pharmacists  in  Edinburgh.  There  was  an  agree- 
ment that  there  should  be  a  Board  of  Examiners  in 
Scotland.  There  was  also  an  understanding  that  there 
should  be  a  representative  body  to  act  for  and  assist  the 
Council  in  administration  in  Scotland.  This  body 
became  the  Council  of  the  North  British  Branch,  and 
then  the  Branch  came  into  being.  In  1886  a  readjust- 
ment was  effected  and  the  Executive  of  the  North  British 
Branch  was  constituted  by  a  resolution  of  the  Council. 
It  is  not  a  matter  of  statute  or  by-law,  but  it  has  operated 
smoothly  and  successfully.  Never  once  during  the  thirty- 
three  years  of  its  existence  has  there  been  any  dispute 
with  the  Council,  or  any  overlapping  or  clashing ;  nothing 
but  harmony  and  active  co-operation.  This  local  autonomy 
is  very  valuable  and  well  worth  preserving,  but  the  pre- 
cise manner  in  which  it  should  be  carried  out  is  fair 
matter  for  consideration.  A  scheme  based  on  a  resolu- 
tion that  is  over  thirty  years  old  may  very  well  call  for 
some  revision  and  adaptation  to  modern  conditions.  As 
the  resolution  stands,  it  gives  considerable  latitude.  It 
merely  says  the  members  of  Executive  are  to  be  elected 
by  members  of  the  Society  and  Associates  in  business  in 
Scotland.  The  plan  hitherto  has  been  to  follow  the  same 
plan  as  the  election  of  the  Council  of  the  Society.  If 
there  be  a  desire  to  elect  the  Executive  on  a  territorial 
basis  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  that  being  done  at  once. 
In  this  respect  the  Executive  is  quite  different  from  the 
Council.  On  the  other  hand,  if  there  is  a  desire  to  elect 
the  Executive  by  a  Federation  of  Associations  or  Branches 
— say,  in  four  or  more  groups — there  is  nothing  in  the 
existing  resolution  to  prevent  that  being  done.  But  if 
even  wider  modifications  are  desired,  there  would  be  no 
serious  difficulty.  The  resolution  of  the  Council  itself 
could  be  altered  in  any  way  desired  by  Scottish  pharma- 
cists. We  have  just  had  district  meetings  in  the  four 
principal  centres  in  Scotland.  Sir  William  S.  Glyn-Jones, 
the  energetic  Secretary  of  the  Society,  at  a  considerable 
sacrifice  of  time  and  labour,  has  addressed  these  meet- 
ings. Much  illuminating  discussion  has  taken  place,  and 
the  general  shaking-up  cannot  fail  to  do  good.  Certain 
opinions  have  been  adopted  at  these  and  other  meetings, 
but  resolutions  or  votes  at  such  meetings  are  not,  after 
all,  the  most  important  thing  to  aim  at,  nor  do  they 
really  accomplish  much.  As  has  well  been  pointed  out 
by  the  Secretary,  the  great  thing  to  aim  at  is  for  the 
leaders  on  all  sides  of  opinion  to  meet  together  and  seek 
to  devise  a  scheme  of  real  progressive  action  on  which 
the  whole  forces  of  Scottish  pharmacy  can  unite  its  ener- 
gies.   It  ought  to  be  possible  to  discover  some  practical

■way  by  which  this  desirable  end  can  be  attained  in  and 
through  the  machinery  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
which  all  will  recognise  to  be  the  central  statutory 
authority  in  Scotland  as  well  as  in  England  and  Wales. 
The  Chairman  closed  his  address  with  a  reference  to  the 
death  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Kermath,  of  St.  Andrews,  who  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Executive. 

Scrutineers'  Report. 
The  Scrutineers'  Report  was  then  submitted,  showing 
that  there  were  390  votes  to  be  recorded.    The  successful 
candidates  and  number  of  votes  recorded  are  as  follows  :

The  foregoing  list  includes  nineteen  names,  there  being 
an  equality  of  votes  for  William  Reid  Craig  and  David 
Storrar. 

The  Chairman  then  said  it  lay  with  him  to  decide 
which  of  the  two  candidates  having  an  equality  of  votes 
should  be  declared  elected.  He  was  aware-  that  Mr. 
Storrar  had  indicated  a  desire  to  retire  from  the  Execu- 
tive. They  would  miss  his  wise  counsel,  but  he  felt  he 
would  be  acting  as  Mr.  Storrar  would  wish  him  to  act 
in  giving  his  vote  for  Mr.  Craig.  He  then  declared  that 
the  other  names  on  the  list,  together  with  the  President 
of  the  Society  (Mr.  W.  L.  Currie),  the  Vice-President 
(Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell),  and  Mr.  Thomas  Guthrie  (Clyde- 
bank), as  ex-officio  members,  will  constitute  the  Executive 
for  the  year  1919-20. 

Votes  of  thanks  concluded  the  business. 


Import  of  Dyestuffs. 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  the  following  : --While 
the  regulation  of  the  import  of  dyestuffs  was  primarily 
necessitated  in  order  to  prevent  the  free  access  of  German 
materials  to  this  market,  it  was  felt  that  some  measure 
of  control  was  desirable  over  all  imports  if  the  scheme 
was  to  be  thoroughly  effective.  It  was,  therefore,  de- 
cided that  a  central  importing  agency  should  be  established 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  Committee  through  which 
all  imports  of  dyestuffs  must  pass  at  some  stage.  As  soon 
as  the  Committee  are  in  a  position  to  consider  applications 
for  the  import  of  German  dyestuffs,  which  will  not  be 
until  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  Regulations,  the  central  importing  agency  will  be 
the  medium  through  which  supplies  will  be  made  available 
to  consumers.  Except  in  the  case  of  German  dyes,  the 
agency  will  now  undertake,  if  desired,  the  purchase  of 
dyestuffs  abroad  on  behalf  of  consumers,  but  where  it  is 
desired  to  make  purchases  direct  or  through  recognised 
merchants  the  goods  will  merely  require  to  be  consigned 
to  the  agency  for  the  account  of  the  particular  consignee 
and  the  shipping  documents  made  out  accordingly.  For 
its  services  the  agency  will  charge  a  commission  of  1  per 
cent,  on  the  invoice  value  of  the  goods,  with  a  minimum 
charge  of  5s.,  but  this  charge  will  not,  of  course,  include 
any  incidental  expenses  such  as  freight,  insurance,  stor- 
age, etc.,  which  must  naturally  be  additional  and  borne 
by  the  importer.  The  offices  of  the  Central  Importing 
Agency  for  the  time  being  are  at  21  Spring  Gardens, 
Manchester.  Any  firms  desiring  further  information  on 
the  subject  or  wishing  to  make  application  for  an  import 
licence  are  advised  to  communicate  direct  with  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Licensing  Sub-Committee  at  the  address 
already  given  (53  Spring  Gardens,  Manchester). 

What  was  It? — A  pharmacist  ordered  a  Tarragon  plant 
from  a  nursery  gardener,  and  made  a  "Tarragon  vinegar" 
with  the  aid  of  its  leaves.  He  supposed  that  he  was  getting 
the  plant  mentioned  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas";  but 
the  proof  of  the  vinegar  lay,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned,  in 
the  oatinpr,  which  was  not  a  happy  experience.  What  was 
the  plant  ? 


Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or. 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these- 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  ira 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.

The  Mincing  Lane  produce-markets  have  shown  more, 
activity  this  week,  and  the  undertone  continues  good. 
Shellac  has  had  a  sensational  rise  on  speculative  and  trade 
buying.  Agar-agar  has  been  sold  in  a  large  way,  chiefly 
for  export,  at  '  rising  prices.  Balsams  Peru,  tolu,  and 
copaiba  are  all  firm.  Japanese  oil  of  mint  has  sold  more 
freely  at  firmer  rates.  Refined  camphor  is  fully  steady,  ancf 
English  flowers  are  a  further  Is.  per  lb.  dearer.  The 
market  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals  is  neglected  to  some 
extent,  but  actual  requirements  have  led  to  the  placing  of 
orders  in  spite  of  stocktaking  time,  and  this  is  a  welcome- 
feature.  The  very  decided  improvement  in  export  trading 
is  also  gratifying,  as  stocks  of  many  products  are  fairly 
heavy.  Few  changes  have  occurred  in  the  chemical  section, 
for  the  very  good  reason  that  many  articles  are  at  a  level 
which  does  not  permit  of  any  further  reduction  taking- 
place — the  salicylates  and  aspirin  being  notable  examples- 
There  is  still  an  element  of  uncertainty  in  regard  to  pro- 
ducts which  are  likely  to  be  imported  from  Germany,  and 
business  in  phenazone  and  phenacetin  has  been  limited  to 
the  smallest  possible  extent.  Cocaine  and  hexamine  are 
rather  easier.    Vanillin  is  dearer.

New  York,  June  25. — Business  in  drugs  is  quiet.  Opium 
is  lower  at  $9. 00  per  lb.,  duty  paid,  for  druggists'.  Oil  of 
wintergreen  has  advanced  to  $6.75.  Senega  is  dearer  at 
SI. 55,  and  elecampane-root  has  advanced  to  10c.  Sei- 
pentary-root  is  also  dearer  at  65c.  per  lb. 


Acetanilide.- — Some  large  quantities  have  been  sold  for 
export,  but  the  demand  for  the  home  trade  is  quit<» 
neglected.    There  are  sellers  at  2s.  per  lb.  in  quantity. 

Acetic  Acid. — In  conseqence  of  the  American  freights 
having  been  reduced  to  more  reasonable  proportions,  dealers 
have  been  enabled  to  modify  prices  for  forward  delivery. 
The  stocks  of  80-per-cont.  pure  have  been  rapidly  absorbed 
owing  to  the  great  demand,  and  65Z.  to  611.  10s.  per  ton 
is  freely  obtained.  Glacial  99-100-per-cent.  is  also  in  good 
demand  at  80?.  per  ton  in  barrels,  but  for  forward  delivery 
601.  is  quoted  for  80-per-cent.  and  75?.   for  glacial. 

Acetone. — There  appears  to  be  no  likelihood  of  the  price 
being  reduced  in  the  U.S.,  and  there  are  sufficient  stocks 
in  this  country  to  provide  for  all  requirements  for  a  con- 
siderable time.  The  spot  price  of  pure  is  971.  per  ton 
ex  works,  drums  included. 

Agar-agar  is  dearer,  with  spot  sales  of  No.  1  Japanese  at 
from  2s.  9d.  to  3s.  per  lb.,  and  to  arrive  3s.  5d.  c.i.f.  is 
quoted.

Aloes. — A  few  export  orders  for  Cape  have  been  filled, 
but  demand  on  the  whole  has  been  slow,  good  bright  firsts 
offering  at  57*.  bd.  per  cwt.  down  to  50s.  for  tgrdinary.

Seychelles  Cinnamon  Oil. 

In  the  course  of  a  short  article  on  the  planting  pro- 
spects in  the  Seychelles,'  a  correspondent  in  the  "  Times 
Trade  Supplement  "  states  that  a  representative  of  one  of 
the  leading  chemical  firms  in  this  country  has  recently 
returned  from  a  visit  to  Mahe,  the  principal  island  of 
the  Seychelles  group,  where  he  went  to  report  on  the 
possibilities  of  the  local  cinnamon-leaf  oil  industry.  He 
has  reported  so  favourably  that,  as  a  result,  an  important 
contract  has  been  arranged  between  his  firm  and  the 
Seychelles  Rubber  and  Coconut  Plantations  Co.,  Ltd.,  for 
a  regular  6upply  of  the  oil  extending  over  a  number  of 
years.  Special  kinds  of  still  apparatus  have  been  ordered 
and  are  being  made  in  England  for  distilling  purposes, 
and  directly  they  are  ready  for  use  the  oil  will  be  pro- 
duced on  a  large  scale.  As  cinnamon-leaf  oil  enters  into 
the  composition  of  innumerable  medicines  and  chemical 
mixtures,  the  future  of  this  industry  in  the  Seychelles  is 
now  assured. 

Cultivation  of  Indian  Medicinal  Plants. 

In  the  course  of  the  annual  report  on  the  Bengal  cinchona 
plantations,  Lieut. -Col.  A.  T.  Gage,  superintendent,  says 
that  Ipecacuanha  has  been  in.  existence  on  Mungpoo  for 
many  years,  but  until  recently  there  was  no  encouragement 
to  extend  its  cultivation.  The  experience  of  the  last  few 
years,  however,  having  shown  the  undesirability  of  relying 
entirely  on  external  sources  for  the  supply  of  emetine, 
renewed  attention  has  been  given  to  its  cultivation. 
It  is  a  troublesome  species  to  cultivate  in  the  latitude  of 
Mungpoo,  and  much  time  and  care  have  to  be  expended  on 
it.  The  stock  at  Mungpoo  has  recovered  to  a  great  extent 
from  the  set-back  experienced  in  the  winter  of  1916,  and 
there  are  now  about  55,000  plants  in  stock.  Ove»-  ~>(V)  lb. 
of  dried  leaf  of  Digitalis  purpurea  is  now  available  at 
Mungpoo,  and  about  30,000  plants  have  been  put  out  to 
provide  leaf  in  the  spring  of  1919.  Large  extensions  of 
Chenopodium  ambrosioid.es  and  C  antlielminticum  are 
being  put  out  on  Mungpoo  to  provide  seed  for  the  extrac- 
tion of  the  oil  used  in  the  treatment  of  bookworm. 
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The  Unjust  By-law.

Sir,— For  the  pharmacists  who  attend  the  Memorial 
Hall  meeting  on  July  2  may  I  call  attention  to  one  or 
two  important  points?  The  opponents  of  this  by-law 
have  called  no  grivate  meeting  to  propound  so-called 
private  reasons  why  they,  should  oppose  its  passing.  Our 
meetings  and  reasons  are  as  open  as  the  noonday  sun.  It 
is  quite  clear,  too,  that  the  majority  of  those  who  attend 
the  official  meeting  will  be  opponents  of  this  by-law,  but 
prestige  suggestion  may  so  warp  their  judgment,  as  it 
did  in  many,  cases  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
that  they  may  give  a  verdict  which  for  ever  afterwards 
they  will  regret.  These  men,  too,  will  be  largely  from 
the  stable  established  class.  I  should  like  them  to  think 
of  all  the  young  men  who  are  coming  in,  as  well  as  the 
2,000  who  suspended  their  studies  at  their  country's  call ; 
think,  I  say,  of  the  trust  you  are  holding  for  these  men. 
Will  you  keep  the  qualification  untarnished,  or  drag  it 
through  a  muddy  compromise,  a  thing  to  sneer  at?  Will 
you  sell  the  key  of  our  corporate  existence  for  the  shadow 
of  peace  and  miss  the  substance?  Will  you  gash  our 
body  corporate  and  invite  the  parasitic  infection  of  the 
wound  which  would  result  in  final  dissolution  '  Think  ! 
The  bargain  is  made  with  a  mere  handful  of  men  repre- 
senting none  but  themselves.  Can  we,  when  assailed, 
if  this  by-law  is  ratified,  refuse  the  demands  of  statutory 
bodies  or  another  Government  Department  when  we  have 
capitulated  to  individuals.  Think,  again  !  The  War 
Office  has  never  yet  officially  withdrawn-  its  claim  for  the 
Army  compounders.  How  can  we  resist  them,  when  they 
were  the  only  people  who  made  a  clean  bargain  and  admit 
those  who  climbed  over  their  shoulders  to  steal  the  fruits 
of  other  men's  labour?  How  can  there  be  finality  with 
all  these  hungry  mouths  unsatisfied  ?  It  is  a  travesty 
in  compromise.  I  suggest  that  it  is  the  duty  of  pharma- 
cists to  their  comrades  in  the  public  services,  many  of 
whom  have  spent  years  fof  pharmaceutical  welfare,  to 
back  them  up  in  this  emergency.  They  are  the  men  who 
must  suffer  first.  This  by-law  is  a  stab  in  the  back ; 
it  reduces  the  public  service  to  a  farce,  and  renders  all 
we  have  been  building  to  the  credit  of  pharmacy  a  denial 
and  a  sham.  May  I  beg  of  London  men  to  whom  I  am 
not  unknown,  employers  and  employes,  not  to  forget 
the  past?  Don't  be  the  victims  of  fears  and  prestige  sug-  I 
gestion,  as  some  of  you  were  at  the  annual  meeting;  you  I 


can  vanquish  fears  only  by  fight.  There  are  2,000  phar- 
macists and  assistants  who  stand  to  suffer  if  you  submit 
at  the  behest  of  these  elderly  gentlemen.  They  look  to 
you  for  protection.  Be  true  to  your  craft,  and  keep  a 
clear  conscience.  I  urge  you,  one  and  all,  vote  against 
this  by-law,  give  a  mandate  for  a  clean  peace,  and  refuse 
everything  save  a  righteous  compromise.

Sir, — There  is  naturally   much    exasperation  among 
pharmacists  when  they  consider  the  proposal  to  register 
apothecaries'  assistants  as  chemists  and  druggists  without 
examination,  but  a  certain^n umber — perhaps    enough,  to 
secure  adoption  of  the  proposed  by-law — seem  to  have 
been  persuaded  that  acceptance  is  not  only  inevitable,  but 
a  most  urgent  necessity  of  the  moment.     As  you  have 
recently    pointed   out,    however,    further    delay  in  this 
matter  may  be  positively  beneficial,  inasmuch  as  fuller 
consideration  by  the  entire  body    of    pharmacists  may 
result  in  the  discovery  of  some  much  more  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  serious  problem  presented  to  us  than  is 
at  present  available.    The  affair  is  being  needlessly  com- 
plicated by  the  air  of  mystery  which  is  allowed  to  sur- 
round all  explanation  of  the  reasons  why  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  felt  compelled  to  make  such  a 
by-law,  though  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  only  reason, 
not  yet  publicly  disclosed,  is  that  someone  who  is  not 
prepared  to  avouch  the  fact  has  pledged  himself  to  secure 
adoption  of  the  proposed  by-law-  as  it  now  stands.  No 
real  undertaking  was  given  by  anyone  representing  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1908,  else  why  has  the  then 
President  of  the  Society,  and  why  have  all  his  associates 
at  that  time,  continued  until  quite  recent  date  to  assure 
us  that  Section  4  (b)  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act 
was  merely  permissive?    Again,  the  issue  is  being  con- 
fused by  comparison  with  the  failure  to  adopt  compulsory 
Poison  Regulations  in  1871,  sight  being  lost  of  the  fact 
that  proposals  for  such  adoption  were  never  placed  before 
the  members  of  the  Society  in  1871.    What  actually  hap- 
pened was  that  the  Council  at  that  time  declined  to  ask 
the  members  of  the  (Society  to  adopt  compulsory  regula- 
tions, and  Mr.  Sandford  resigned  the  presidency  imme- 
diately after  the  Council  had  decided  to  recommend  volun- 
tary regulations  only.    Any  breach  of  faith  at  that  time 
rested,   therefore,  with  the   Council  and  not  with  the 
members  of  the  -Society.    Equally,  at  thas  present  time, 
no  one  can  be  held  guilty  of  any  breach  of  faith  unless 
it  be  someone  who  has  pledged  himself  without  authority 
to  secure  adoption   of  the  proposed  by-law.     It  seems 
fairly   certain,  however,  that  a  by-law  on  this  subject 
must  be  adopted,  sooner  or  later,  in  order  to  get  this 
matter  settled.     Objection  to  the  present  draft  is  based 
chiefly,  except  in  the  case  of  irreconcilable  extremists, 
upon  the  fact  that  it  does  not  appear  likely  to  secure 
finality,  and  that  the  number  suggested  for  the  possible 
additions  to  the  Register  it  would  permit  may  be  largely 
exceeded  in  course  of  time.     Attention    is   also  being 
directed  to  the  further  fact  that,  if  Section  4  (b)  is  obli- 
gatory as  regards    apothecaries'  assistants,  it   must  be 
equally  obligatory  as  recrards  "qualified  Army  dispensers." 
The  latest  issue  of  '"  Square '  Topics,"  by  Mr.  Hugo 
Wolff,  puts  the  whole  matter  in  a  nutshell,  and,  inci- 
dentally, shows  how  a  man  of  keen  business  perception  was. 
on  reflection,  led  to  change  his  views  as  to  the  advisability 
of  adopting  the   present  proposals   as  a   solution  of  a 
problem  which  must  be  solved.    In  all  the  circumstances, 
therefore,  it  is  surely  desirable  that  a  majority  of  the 
members  who  attend  the  special  general  meeting  at  the 
Memorial  Hall,  Farrinsdon  Street,  on  July  2,  should  vote 
against  adoption  of  the  proposed  by-law,  in  order  that 
the  whole  question  of  complying  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  4  (b)  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  may  be 
reconsidered,  with  a  view  to  an  honourable  settlement  on 
a  sure  and  certain  basis,  inflicting  only  a  minimum  of 
injury  on  the  pharmaceutical  qualification,  while  afford- 
ing what  ousht  to  be  regarded  as  adeauate  treatment  of 
the  claims  which  impressed  Parliament  in  1908.

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Sir. — I  have  been  greatly  interested  in.  the  published 
•correspondence  regarding  the  by-law  which  proposes  to 
admit  apothecaries'  assistants  to  the  Register  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists,  and  was  delighted  to  see  that  Mr. 
Hubert  i>.  Figg  is  acting  as  Organising  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  that  is  protesting  against  this  by-law.  I 
heartily  congratulate  the  Committee  on  taking  up  this 
propaganda,  and  greatly  admire  their  pluck  in  thus  making 
a  bold  stand  for  what  they  believe  to  be  for  the  best- 
interests  of  pharmacists.  To  those  of  us  who  bring  an, 
unbiassed  mind  to  bear  upon  this  subject,  it  seems  to  be 
unjust  to  the  public  and  also  unjust  to  the  registered 
chemist  and  druggist.  The  public  have  for  years  looked 
■upon  a  chemist  as  a  man  who,  by  examination,  had  ob- 
tained a  certain  certificate,  which  they  thought  had  quali- 
fied him  to  deal  wisely  with  dangerous  drugs;  hence  they 
have  placed  their  confidence  in  him,  and  the  registered 
chemist  on  his  side  has  spent  many  laborious  hours  in 
study  and  also  paid  examination  fees  to  qualify  himself 
for  this  position.  On  these  grounds  alone  (if  there  were 
ho  others)  it  seems  unfair  to  grant  men  this  position 
simply  by  payment  of  a  fee.  without  the  usual  qualifying 
examination.  One  would  think  that  they  would  gladly 
sit  for  the  examination,  and  thus  show  to  the  world  that 
they  possess  the  capacity  for  the  position.  Exempt  them 
from  the  fee  if  you  will,  but  do  not  in  any  way  minimise 
the  importance  of  knowledge  by  forgoing  what  has  always 
been  considered  a  "necessary  examination."  I  say 
Good  luck  "  to  Mr.  Hubert  B.  Figg  and  his  co-workers 
in  this  propaganda,  because  we  chemists  desire  an  open 
field  and  no  favour,  so  that  brains  shall  rule  and  not  cash

Sir, — I  feel  I  must  also  protest  against  the  lowering  of 
the  status  of  pharmacy  by  the  Government.  Whenever 
we  have  to  go  to  Parliament  or  the  Privy  Council  I  find 
we  are  always  outmanoeuvred,  and  every,  time  we  have  to 
give  a  shilling  to  gain  sixpence.  I  have  always  looked 
upon  these  excursions  like  Laocoon  the  Priest  looked  upon 
the  Wooden  Horse  of  Troy  when  he  uttered  those  famous 
words.  "  Timeo  Danaos  et'dona  ferentes."  I  protest 
more  strongly  because,  if  my  memory  of  that  1903  com- 
promise serves  me  correctly,  the  Bill  passed  through  Par- 
liament rather  differently  to  what  was  afterwards  trans- 
cribed by  those  responsible,  and,  needless  to  say,  the 
altered  wording  was  to  the  advantage  of  the  apothecaries' 
assistants.  Several  of  the  Council  assured  me  it  was  not 
compulsory,  ajid  I  was  surprised  and  grieved  to  hear  that 
we  have  to  haul  down  our  flag  a  little  lower.  I  main- 
tain it  is  grossly  unfair  to  the  qualified  men.  Grossly 
unfair  to  the  unqualified  men  who  have  failed  in  one  or 
two  subjects,  or  who  have  failed  on  the  aggregate,  to  feel 
that  these  men  and  women  are  to  be  registered  for  a 
paltry  sum  of  fourteen  guineas,  which  would  be  cheap  at 
a  hundred,  without  the  time  and  trouble  of  preparation. 
I  do  sincerely  hope  that  pharmacists  will  go  in  a  body  to, 
••r  protest  to,  the  Privy  Council,  and  treat  that  body  as 
Labour  treats  the  Government — viz.,  "without  con- 
science," "  without  scruple,"  for  then,  like  Labour,  they 
will  have  their  demands  granted,  for  Labour  gets  all  she 
asks  for — just  and  unjust.  Bather  than  face  this  humilia- 
tion, return  the  Charter  to  the  Privy  Council ;  let  Tom, 
Dick,  and  Harry  dabble  in  pharmacy,  until  the  coroners" 
courts  are  busy  with  perhaps  some  of  the  legislators  as 
-victims.  -  Then,  I  feel  sure,  a  new  Pharmacv  Act  would 
rise  out  of  the  ashes  of  those  of  1852.  1868.  and  1908.  like 
the  Phoenix  of  old.  If  the  apothecaries'  assistants  are 
admitted  they  ought  not  to  be  admitted  as  members  of 
the  Society,  and  all  duly  examined  men  ought  to  advertise 
the  fact  that  they  are  qualified  by.  the  front  door  of  ex- 
amination, not  through  the  back  door  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  by  order  of  the  Privy  Council.

Sir, — On  Wednesday  next,  July  2.  at  3.30  p.m.,  at  the 
Memorial  Hall,  Farringdon  (Street.  London.  E.C.,  the 
much-discussed  by-law  will  be  placed  before  the  members 
of  the  Society  for  adoption  or  rejection.  Every  member 
should  make  a  point  of  attending  this  meeting,  even  if  at. 
some  personal  inconvenience  or  expense.  I  am  convinced 
that  there  is  not  a  pharmacist  in  the  country  who  has 


the  honour  of  his  craft  at  heart  that  will  not  do  every- 
thing in  his  power  to  defeat  such  a  flagrant  piece  of 
injustice.  The  officials  of  the  Society  who  have  cham-  • 
pioned  the  adoption  of  the  by-law  have  used  as  one  of 
their  main  planks  the  plea  of  "  Secrecy."  This  has 
been  nothing  but  a  game  of  "  bluff."  There  is  no  secrecy : 
the  facts  are  as  open  as  the  sun.  I  challenge  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones  or  any  of  the  supporters  of  the  measure  to 
bring  forward  anything  which  is  not  full  public  property. 
We  have  also  been  led  to  believe  from  official  utterances 
that  if  the  by-law  be  adopted  it  will  be  final.  How  can 
-this  be  true  while  Section  4  (6)  remains  in  the  Act?  Why. 
the  Army  compounders  I  know  are  actually  at  the  present 
moment  agreed  as  to  their  action,  and  are  waiting  their 
opportunity  to  force  their  case  on  the  precedent  of  the 
present  by-law  if  adopted.  Pharmacists,  reject  the  by- 
law  and  chance  the  consequences.  I  appeal  with  all 
earnestness  to  members  of  the  Society  all  over  the  country 
to  come  to  London  and  attend  the  meeting.  Remember 
we  have  our  birthright  at  stake.  Beject  the  proposal 
which,  if  passed,  will  hold  the  qualification  of  a  chemist 
and  drussist  up  to  ridicule.  There  is  an  attempt  by  the 
officials  of  the  Society  to  "pack"  the  meeting,  and  by 
these  unfair  and  unscrupulous  means  to  gain  the  necessary 
majority.  Surely  you  will  admit  this  is  an  undignified 
position  for  such  a  responsible  body.  Bally  at  the 
Memorial  Hail.  Beject  the  by-law,  and  once  and  for  all 
demonstrate  that  we  as  pharmacists  are  not  prepared  to 
accept  the  dictates  of  the  Privy  Council.

so  that  the  old  gang  may  be  given  a  rest  before  they 
further  damage  the  rights  of  the  pharmacist  and  menace 
the  safetv  of  the  public.

Sir, — I  note  that  many  pharmacists  oppose  the  pro- 
posal to  register  "certain  apothecaries'  assistants"  upon 
the  ground~that  it  would  be  detrimental  to  public  safetv. 
Surely  this  is  absurd.  The  "  assistants  "  eligible  for 
registration  are  only  to  be  those  of  long  experience.  Take 
my  own  case.  My  record  runs  thus  :  Five  years  with  a 
dispensing  chemist,  .three  years  with  medical  men,  six 
vears  as  chief  dispenser  to  a  large  provincial  hospital, 
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seven  years  as  chief  dispenser  in  two  large  London  insti- 
tutions. Surely  I  should  be  as  "safe"  as  the  average 
young  "  Minor  "  man.  The  fact  is,  this  prating  about 
the  safety  of  the  public  is  a  calculated  "  stunt,"  and  no 
one.  least  of  all  the  Privy  Council,  will  be  much  impressed 
by  it.  The  chemists  are  afraid  that  some  "  Hall  "  men 
may  start  open  shop.  I  can  sympathise  with  this  point 
of  view,  but  they  need  not  worry,  as  the  number  would 
be  altogether  negligible.  My  own  case  is  that  of  many 
apothecaries'  men.  I  spent  five  years  in  the  pharmacy 
ot  a  well-known  North-country  chemist,  four  as  appren-  . 
tice,  one  as  assistant.  Those  five  years  were  quite  enough 
for  one  lifetime,  and  I  mentally  resolved  to  end  my  asso- 
ciation-with  the  business  the  day  I  left  that  shop.  I  took 
-the  "Ha.ll"  examination,  and  have  held  good  institu- 
tional appointments  practically  ever  since.  The  eligible 
"  Hall"  men  are  not  in  the  least  likely  to  enter  the  busi- 
ness. After  long  years  of  institutional  work  I  do  not 
think  shop  life  would  provide  either  a  suitable  or  desir- 
able environment.  Finally,  I  would  say  a  word  concern- 
ing those  (happily  few)  who  claim  that  we  are  not  a 
sufficiently  educated  body  of  men  to  mingle  with  the. 
elect.  Engaging  a  "  locum"  is  always  a  speculative  affair. 
Over  a  long  period  of  years  I  have  given  my  holiday  duties 
to  men  possessing  either  pharmaceutical  or  "  Hall  "  quali- 
fication. Each  man  came  equipped  for  the  work  in  his 
own  way,  but  the  men  who  brought  along  with  them  the  i 
larger  number  of  aspiratss  were  undoubtedly  the  apothe- 
caries' assistants.

The  Scottish  Federation. 

Sir, — The  visit  of  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  to  Scotland 
shows  that  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  have  a  poor 
idea  of  English  pharmacists,  they  still  have  a  healthy- 
respect  for  the  movement  of  Scottish  chemists,  who 
showed  the  National  Insurance  Commissioners  that  they 
could  stand  together  to  defend  their  profession.  I  have 
always  advocated  an  entirely  separate  body  to  represent 
the  interests  of  pharmacists  from  a  commercial  point  of 
view,  whilst  still  supporting  the  Society  from  a  love  cf 
the  antique.  The  difficulty  is  that  the  Council  is  mainly 
composed  of  gentlemen  who  move  in  a  super-pharmaceu- 
tical plane  or  in  the  chemical  world,  and  are  not  affected 
by  the  daily  worries  of  the  penn'orth-of -pills  piirveyor, 
so  that  the  Council  members  pursue  their  policy  in  lofty 
ignorance  of  or  indifference  to  the  requirements  of  the 
small  retail  man.  The  average  man  of  energy  prefers  to 
use  his  reserve  of  "  push  and  go  "  in  his  own  business,  and 
it  is  all  the  more  creditable  to  Messrs.  Hines,  Skinner, 
and  Wolff  that  they  should  spend  their  valuable  time 
fighting  such  an  uphill  battle.  I  hope  to  see  the  time 
when  they  will  be  the  leaders  of  the  majority  in  the 
Council  Chamber.

Educational  Reform  in  Ireland. 

.  Sir. — Your  report  of  the  discussion  on  education  by 
the  Irish  Council  will  leave  most  interested  readers  gTeatly 
perplexed.  To  the  North  Irish  Pharmacists'  Association 
the  Council  says  in  effect  :  "  Here  we  are;  push  us,  and 
you  may  get  us  to  do  what  you  want."  The  North  Irish 
pharmacists  have  just  tried  a  gentle  and  respectful  push, 
and  the  Council  says  :  "  That's  no  push;  you  must  jjush 
much  harder,  very  much  harder  indeed,  before  we  will 
do  anything."  Verily,  a  man  may  lead  a  horse  to  the 
river,  but  twenty  men  cannot  make  him  drink.  It  would 
seem  that  most  of  those  who  took  part  in  the  discussion 
accepted  the  view  that  the  examinations  are  capable  of 
being  improved  upon.  One,  or  perhaps  two  at  most,  did 
not  accept  that  view.  Mr.  Wells  seems  to  think  if  em- 
ployers made'  more  of  their  own  galenicals  and  taught 
their  apprentices  to  make  them,  all  would  be  well.  I  fear 
Mr.  Wells  speaks  for  a  past,  dead  and  gone.  The  idea 
that  pharmacists  may  save  their  souls  by  making  tinct. 
benzoin,  co..  etc..  is  not,  to  say  the  least- of  it.  inspiring 
to  the  present-day  pharmacist.  The  fact  is  modern  phar- 
macy has  soared  away  out  of  our  reach  for  ever,  and  what 
Mr."  Wells  wants  us  to  practise,  and  to  be  content  with' 
practising,  is  a  rule-of-thumb  pharmacy  which  is  rapidly- 
disappearing,  and  rightly  disappearing,  before  a  pharmacy 
which  is  an  exact  science.  What,  then,  is  the  use  of 
telling  us  that  all  we  have  to  do  to  be  happy  is  to  "  make 
up  our  own  pharmaceutical  preparations  "  ?    It  is  but  tm 
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point  us  to  a  cul-de-sac.  I  don't  think  Mr.  Wells  quite 
does  his  courage  justice  "when  he  tells  us  to  beware  of 
doing  anything  the  medical  profession  may  not  like.  It 
may  be  politic  from  a  business  point  of  view  for  the 
individual  pharmacist  to  avoid  irritating  the  neighbouring 
doctor,  but  to  argue  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
should  refrain  from  any  course  of  action  calculated  to 
benefit  pharmacists  as  a  body  because  the  medical  pro- 
fession might  object  to  it — to  argue  thus  is,  with  all 
respect  to  Mr.  Wells,  a  futility.  If,  then,  pharmacy  is 
failing  the  pharmacist,  what  is  the  pharmacist  to  do? 
That  is  the  next  practical  consideration.  The  resolution 
submitted  by  the  North  Irish  Pharmacists'  Association 
contains  the  germ  of  the  answer.  If  we  are  losing  on  the 
practical  pharmacy  side,  if  we  are  live  men  we  shall  seek 
to  balance  the  loss.  We  can  do  eo  only  on  the  commercial 
side.  The  commercial  element  in  our  examinations  should 
have  been  extended  long  ago.  If  the  Council  have 
not  already  the  power  to  do  what  is  necessary  in  this 
respect,  I  suggest  it  is  their  duty  to  take  immediately  such 
steps  as  are  open  to  them  to  .obtain  that  power.

Legal  Queries. 


J.  M.  TT.  Z.  (183/38).— Tinct.  opii  is  a,  poison  in  Part  I. 
of  the  Schedule,  and  must  be  signed  for  each  time  by  the 
customer. 

Doubtful  (195/55). — Assistant's  Notice.— A  month's  notice 
on  either  side  is  the  custom  in  the  drug-trade.  Apparently 
you  gave  notice,  but  have  been  discharged  before  the 
termination  of  the  month,  in  which  case  you  are  entitled  to 
the  complete  month's  salary. 

W.  L.  T.  (187/16).— Mercurial  Ointment  would  probably 
t>9  interpreted  by  the  Courts  to  'mean  iinguentum.  hydrargyri, 
B.P.,  although  the  official  synonym  is  "  mercury  ointment." 
It  is  better  to  spend  a  few  minutes  explaining  to  your 
customer  that  for  his  benefit  you  are  supplying  dilute  mer- 
cury ointment,  which  is  the  proper  ' kind  for  applying  to 
the  human  body. 

F.  iT.  (195/32). — There  has  been  no  decision  in  the  Courts 
that  infants'  foods  and  feeding-bottles  may  be  sold  when 
a  chemist's  shop  is  Closed  for  the  weekly  half-holiday.  These 
articles  do  not  appear  to  come  under  the  exemption  of 
"  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances,"  but  it 
may  be  held  that  infants'  foods  are  "  refreshments,"  the 
sale  of  which  is  allowed  on  early-closing  holidays. 

It.  B.  (18/6)  wishes  to  know  whether  it  is  correct,  as 
stated  by  the  local  officer  of  Excise,  that  a  licence  is  now 
required  to  sell  cider  in  quantities  of  4£  gallons  or  over. 
[Yes._  The  Finance  (New  Duties)  Act,  1916,  imposed  a  duty 
on  cider,  and  gave  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  power 
to  make  regulations  for  registering  or  licensing  persons  by 
whom  cider  liable  to  the  duty  is  made  or  sold  ;  and  the 
Finance  Act,  1916,  passed  later  in  the  same  year,  imposed 
a_  licence  duty  of  10s.  annually  on  persons  who  sell  such 
oider.  This  is  distinct  from  the  ordinary  licence  to  sell 
cider  by  retail,  for  which  the  Justices'  licence  is  required.]

A  Camphor  Mixture.  , 

Sib, — The  following  problem  in  dispensing  was  submitted 
to  one  of  the  local  teachers  of  pharmacy  which  emanated 
from  a  hospital  whoso  dispensary  is  presided  over  by  a  lady 
pharmacist :  .  ^_

When  dispensed  the  camphor  is  precipitated  and  a  divided 
dose  cannot  be  obtained  ;  the  camphor  on  dilution  with  the 
water  partly  floats  on  the  top,  and  some  sticks  to  the  sides. 
The  addition  of  pulv.  gum.  acacia?  gr.  xe.  corrected  all 
defects,  and  met  with  the  medico's  approval.  I  found  the 
best  way  is  to  mix  the  gum  and  sugar  in  a  mortar,  add  the 
water,  transfer  to  the  bottle,  and  add  the  solution  of 
camphor  gradually,  and  shake  after  each  addition.

W.  B.  (182/32).— Perfume  fop.  Skin-ceeam. — We  do  not 
think  any  perfumer  would  undertake  to  devise  a  distinctive 
perfume  for  a  skin-cream.  For  one  thing,  the  ideas  of  the 
perfumer  might  not  coincide  with  yours,  and  you  would 
naturally  object  to  pay  for  what  you  considered  an  un- 
satisfactory product.
